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STAFF OF LIEUTENANT-GENERAL. 
SEcRETARY Enpicorr’s order limiting the tour of 
duty of aides-de-camp will probably be a subject 
for discussion during the early days of the new 
Administration, and it is understood that General 
Schofield will urge its revocation. The following 
correspondence between Secretary Endicott and the 
late Commanding General, shortly after the crder 
was issued, will be found interesting therefore. It 
has not before been made public: 
OPINION OF LIEUTENANT GENERAL SHERIDAN. 
Memorandum. 


In 1798, when war with France seemed imminent, 

ublic sentiment demanded that the troops, which 
tseemed would soon have to take the tield and 
meet in battle the armies of their former ally, should 
be commanded by General Washington, who had 
retired to his home at Mount Vernon after a service 
of eight years as President of the United States. 

The act of Congress approved May 28, 1798, pro- 
vided for a military force called the Provisional 
Army, to be employed against France.. The fifth 
section of this law created the office of Lieutenant- 
General, and authorized the President, with the con- 
sent of the Senate, to fill it. It was generally under- 
stood by Congress and by the people, that Washing- 
ton would be designated by the President to fill this 
original vacancy. He was so appointed, and ac- 
cepted the office with the single condition that he 
should not be required to exercise actual command 
upless the troops were required to take the field for 
active service. 

The fifth section of the law referred to also pro 
vided for a personal staff for the Lieutevant-Gen- 
eral. The words of the statute were as follows: 
“. . . Who (the Lieutenant-General) shall have 
authority to appoint from time to time, such num- 
ber of aides, not exceediug four, and secretaries not 
exceeding two, as he may judge proper; each to 
have the rank, payand emoluments of a lieutenant- 
colonel.” 

It isa matter of history that the expected war 
with France was fortunately averted, therefore 
Lieut.-General Washington did not exercise com- 
mand, and having no necessity fora staff did not 
appoint one. ; 

The phraseology of this law, which bas an import- 
ant bearing upon the present status of the staff of 
the Lieutenant-General, should be noted. 

There was no condition imposed, or rule of selec- 
tion, laid down by Congress. The authorized aides- 
de-camp and military secretaries could be taken 
from the Army or from civil life as the General 
might prefer. The law also declared that the Gen- 
eral should *“* appoint” these six men from time to 
time, or as many of them as he should judge proper. 
They were not to be selected or detailed, but ap- 
pointed to the offices described, and while in service 
were to have the rank, pay, etc., of lieutenant- 
colovel. Lt seems a warrantable presumption that 
the legislature supposed the commander of the 
sree. might wish to cali to his staff men, then in 
civil life, who had served under his immediate ob- 
servation during the rat may 4 A War—which had 
ended 5 years previously—and it is evident the law 
was framed in such a way as to leave him absolutely 
free in the appointment of the men who should aid 
him in carrying out his plans. 

On the 18th June, 1846, the law was approved which 
gave the Major-General commanding the Army in 
time of war authority to choose his aides de-camp 
from the Army without regard to rank. Up to this 
time this officer had been required by law to ap 
eae bis aides from the captains and subalterns of 

e line. 

The law last cited authorized the Commanding 
General while in the field, to appoint from the grade 
of subaltern,a military secretary with the ex-officio 
rank of Major, aud by the law of September 26, 
1850, it was provided that the senior sile-de-cauee 
to the Major-General commanding the Army might 
be taken from the captains or majors of the Army 
and allowed the pay, etc., of major of eavalry. 

By the act of February 15, 1855, the grade of Lieut- 
General was revived, and the President was author- 
ized to appoint a Lieut.-General by brevet from 
among those who had won greatest distinction in 
the war with Mexico. By authority of this law 
ee Scott was appointed a Lieut.-General by 

revet. 

The sixteenth section of the act of March 3, 1857, 
provided that the brevet Lieur.-General of the 
Army should, while exercising the command of bis 
rank in the time of war, be entitled to the same 
staff authorized by the act of May 28, 1798, (under 
which Lieut.-General Washington was appointed.) 

General Scott, in time of war, was, therefore, 
entitled to a staff composed of four aides-de-camp 
and two military secretaries —all lieut.-colonels. 
It will be observed that no condition was fixed in 
this act as to the men who should be designated; 
that is to ave “appointed.” The law further de- 
clared that in time of peace the Brevet Lieut.-Gen- 
eral should be entitled to one-half the number of staff 
— ey tee in time of war. 

neral Scott saw fit to appoint as his aides, Capt. 

. L. Scott, 4th Inf., who previously had had about 
9 years regimental and 13 years staff or other detach- 
ed duty, and Captain George W. Lay, 6th Infantry, 
of whose previous service amounting to 12 years 
and 8 months all but about 5% years had been on 
staff or other dvtached duty. ‘ne name of General 

Le eB first military secretary has not been ascer- 
ned. 

When the War of the Rebellion began in 1861, 
Lieutenant- General Scott became entitled to the full 
staff allowed to Washington in 1798. Among others, 
General Scott appointed as Military Secretary Mr. 
Schuyler Hamilton, a citizen without military rank, 
either in the Regular or volunteer forces, but by 


virtue of the order of appointment he entered upon 
- Tewan duties with the actual rank of lieutenant 
It is thus seen that upon the first revival of th 
grade of Lieutenant-General, the sole object ot 
which was to confer upon General Scott a distin-

guished bonor in recognition of his brilliant services 
during the Mexican War, Congress invested the 
office with all the dignity that had been intended 
= when Washington was expected to fill the 
osition. 

7 The law of 1855 revived the office of Lieutenant- 
General, and that of 1857 re-enacted the law of 1798 
fixing the staff of the officer. 

The second revival of the grade dates from Feb. 
29, 1864. The law of that date conferred upon the 
President the poce to recognize the services of 
General Grant by a promotion to the same grade as 
that bestowed upon Generals Washington and scott. 
The same law also declared “tbat the Lieutenant- 
General, appointed as hereinbefore provided, sball 
be entitled to the pay, allowauces and staff specified 
in the fifth section of the act approved May 238, 
1798.”” This entitled General Grant to the same staff 
as that authorized for the office when Washington 
and Scott were chosen to fill it; that is to say, to 
four aides-de-camp and two secretaries. 

Lieut.-General Grant immediately announced as 
his personal staff two officers of Engineers, one of 
Ordnance, one of urtillery—all as aides—and two 
others (who beld no commission in the regular 
establishment, but were in service as volunteers) as 
secretaries, all with the rank, etc., of lieutenant- 
colonel. 

On July 25, 1866, the act was approved authorizing 
the revival of the grade of “General of the Army 
of the United States.’ The office was created in 
1799. the intention of Congress being that Washing- 
ton would be named for the place (he bad the year 

reviousivy been appointed a Lieutenant-General), 
but the President, Mr. Adams, did not see fit to 
nominate him to the higher position. The purpose 
of the law of 1866, reviving the grade of ** General,” 
was to authorize the President to promote Lieuten- 
ant-General Grant. The law further declared that 
the General should have the power “to select from 
the Regular Army, for service upon his staff, such 
number of aides, not exceeding six, as he may judge 
proper, who, during such term of staff service, shall 
each have the rank, pay and emoluments of acol- 
onel of cavalry.” Six officers of the Army were 
announced as aides-de-camp tothe General of the 
Army, but only two of them would have been eligi- 
ble for selection had paragraph 42 of the Regu 
lations, as amended by General Order No. 85, Head- 
quarters of the Army, series of 1885, been then in 
force. 

The law reviving the grade of General also de- 
clared that “in lieu of the staff now allowed by law 
to the Lieutenant General, he shall be entitled to 
two aides and one military secretary, each to have 
the rank, pay and emoluments of a lieutenant col- 
onel of cavalry, during the time of such etaff 
service.” 

It should be noted that notwithstanding the 
phraseology of the statute just cited—by which a 
staff consisting of one secretary aud two aides was 
fixed, in lieu of that ** now (then) allowed by law ’— 
the compusition of it was exactly the same as that of 
the earlier, or peace staff, of Gen. Scott, which was 
half that allowed to Washington by the law of 1798. 
Again, it will be noticed that while the law explic- 
itly declares that the aides to the General shall be 
taken from the * Regular Army,” there is no such 
provision, or indeed any provision, designating 
those who could be appointed on the staff of the 
-Lieutenant General. his was certainly the case in 
1798; it was the case in 1857. The absence of any 
restriction upen the discretion of the Lieutenant 
General in making these appointments was forcibly 
illustrated in 1861, by the appointment of a vitizen 
as secretary to Gen. Scott, and as the existing law 
as to this power of selection bad not been changed 
by the statute of 1866, the Lieutenant General had, 
until the codification and revision of the statutes in 
1873, the legal right to appoint as his aides and mili- 
tary secretary any citizen of the United States, 
whether commissioned officers or civilians. 

The above is submitted as conclusively showing it 
to have been the intention of Congress and the Ex- 
ecutive that the person holding the high office of 
Lieutenant General of the Army, an office which 
was created and revived on two occasions for the 
express purpose of honoring men whose service to 
the State bad been considered as deservirg such 
marked recognition, should have the widest discre- 
tion in the choice of those who were to occupy the 
confidential relations belonging to the position of 
aide-de-camp. That the discretion to be exercised 
by the Lieutenant General was intended by Con- 
gress to have greater extension than that conferred 
on subordinate Generals in.the choice of their 
aides, is evidenced by the laws and the regulations 
made in conformity therewith, restricting selec- 
tions to certain regiments or to classes and grades 
of officers. 

From the date of the revival of the office of Gen- 
eral of the Army, and the limitation of the staff of 
the Lieutenant General to three officers, down to 
the present time, there has been no legislation re- 
lating to the number of aides, or to the method of 
their appointment, save that contained in the Re- 
vised Statutes. 

The law authorizing and directing the codifica- 
tion of the statutes required that the said codifica- 
tion should comprise ail laws then (1873) in force 
and only such laws; but notwithstanding this pro- 
vision, the present rule relating to the selectiun of 
aides, by the Lieut.-General—Section 1097, R. S.— 
while it unquestionably is the law of the land, does 
pot properly and accurately express the statutes in 
force at date of codification. No warrant can be 
found for the words as they appear in Section 1097, 
—*may select from the Army.” The authority of 
the President for the appointment of the present 
Lieutenant-General, was contained in the act of 
Feh. 29, 1864, and the same act declared that the per- 
son holding the office should be entitled to the staff 
specified in the act creating the grade approved 
May 28, 1798. The act of that date declared that “ the 
Lieutenant-General shall have authority to appoint 
from time to time, such number of aides not exceed 
ing four, and secretaries not exceeding twe, as he 
may judge proper .. .” The use of the word 
“appoint ” in the organic law, instead of “ choose,” 
“select,” or “ be entitled to, ’’ found im later acts of 
Congress 1s noticeable. The absence of any ex- 
pressed condition declaring who should be eligible 
to those sopcatmen was apparently uncoticed or 
disregarded by codifiers of the statutes; at all events 
there was no authority for the insertion in the 





statutes of the condition requiring the Lieutenant- 
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General to “select’’ his staff “from the Army.” 
The law of July 25, 1866. simply limited the number 
ot his staff to three officers, and placed no restric. 
tion upon the free exercise of discretion ia making 
appointments. All the ae officers command- 
ing the Army have been left free in the exercise of 
their ppsqerent as to those whom they should sei- 
ect to aid in executing the trust committed to them 
by their assignment to the highesi military com. 
mand, and the reason and even necessity for such 
freedom of action is apparent. hile the 
responsiblities devolving on the commander of the 
Army, in time of peace are of less magnitude 
than those resulting from a state of war, the pre- 
sent Lieutenant.General has found useful and con- 
stant employment for those whom the law de- 
clares may aid him in the discharge of these duties, 
and he feels that to be required to accept a system 
of rotation, replacing men of proven efficiency and 
known usefulness, by untried officers, is not for the 
good of the service or conducive to better admin- 
istration 

The statutes allow the Lieutenant-General a staff, 
three in number, all of whom by virtue of their ap- 
pointments are Lieutenant-Colonels. One of these 
officers is a major in a staff department, whose long 
experience has made him specially useful in the 

op he now occupies. Another is by commuis- 
sion acaptain of Engineers, whose staff service ex- 
tends over a period of something more than four 
years. Previously his service for some sixteen years 
had been continuous with his corps, and since he 
has been an aide the sub-division of duties upon the 
staff has been such as to furnish active employ- 
ment to this officer entirely consopant with that 
peculiar to his corps. The third is an officer of in- 
fautry whose first appointment as aide, after four 
ears of war experience aod eighteen years’ service 
n his present grade (about half of which was with 
his regiment), was made with the knowledge of the 
President and the War Department, and dates only 
from April of the present year. 

While the terms of the aniended paragraph 42 of 
the Regulations, as published in the General Order 
now under discussion, would seem to include all the 
present members of the staff of the Lieutevant- 
General, yet the requirements of paragraph 2 of the 
order were construed by him as limiting the ap- 
plication of the rule to those whose rank in the 
Army is below that of major. One of the officers of 
the personal staff of the Lieutenant-General is by 
commission a major in the Army, and all are 
through the operations of law possessed of all the 
powers, functions and rights of field officers. For 
this reason it was not considered that the General 
Order referred to was intended to have application 
to the staff of the Lieutenant-General, but it being 
inferred that the War Department holds a different 
view, the Adjutant-General was instructed to make 
*be order relieving Lieutenant-Colonels Gregory 
and Davis, who, although field officers in the Army, 
as has been repeatedly held by the War Vepart- 
ment, are captains in their respective corps. 

The above is respectfully submitted as furnishing, 
in my judgment, good grounds for the claim which 
Il advance that when all the laws, regulations made 
in conformity therewith, and traditions of the Ser- 
vive extending back almost to the fozndation of the 
Government are considered iu their true light, and 
given due weight, the conclusion must be reached 
that Congress intended and the good of the Service 
requires that the Lieutenant General commanding 
the Army of the United States, should be leit free 
and unrestricted in the choice and retentiou of the 
officers to compose his military staff, and that the 
War Department ought in furtherance of this prin- 
ciple, and in recognition of the evident Intention, if 
not the expressed provision of the law, to exempt 
from the operation of paragraph 42, as amended, the 
officers who may be serving with increased rank on 
the staff of the Lieutenant-General of the Army. 

The arguments adduced above for the exemption 
of the Lieutenant-General’s staff from the opera- 
tions of the regulation do rot apply with equal 
force to the staff of major and brigadier-generals. 
The statutes, which must be the basis of all regula- 
tions, confer upon the bigher officer a larger scope 
for the exercise of his judgment in staff appoinut- 
ments than is possessed by the subordinate Generals, 
and besides, there is the principle underlying all 
human affairs—that the more exalted the office, the 
greater are the responsibilities attached to it, hence 
results the necessity of investing the officer with a 
wider discretion in the discharge of his public 
duties. 

It is true that the Revised Statutes now show only 
an equality of power and discretion conferred upon 
all Generals as to the appointment of aides. 

The above is most respectfully submitted as em: 
bracing the views of the Lieutenant-General of the 
Arwy reached after mature consideration and delib- 
erate judgment. 

If it be held by the War Department, that the 
Lieutenant-General of the Army, shall not in future 
be left free in the exercise of the broad discretion 
conferred in his belief by the organic laws, the 
effect will be to detract from the dignity of the 
office, and impair the efficiency of the officer.

OPINION OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 
Memorandum. 


The Secretary of War has read with much interest 
the * memorandum ” addressed to him by the Lieu- 
tepant-Genera! of the Army, in relation to ibe 
statutes establishing, from time to time in our bis- 
tory, the grade of Lieutenant General iu the armies 
of the United States. : ‘ 

The statute of 1798 related to the appointment 0 
General Washington, and expired with its ow# 
limitation. 

The statutes of 1855 and 1857 had reference svlely 
to General Scott, and ceased to be operative with 
his death. 

The statutes of 1864, chapter 14, permanently 
established, for the first time, the grade of Lieuten- 
ant-General in the Army, and provided that or 
Lieutenant-General should be entitled to the st@ 

specified 1n the 5th section of the Act of 1798. ber 
statute was afterwards amended by the statutes 0 

1866, chapter 232, which gave to the Lieutenant- 





General two aides and a secretary, with the rank 
and pay of a Jieutenant-colonel. either of these 
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statutes in terms restricted the Lieutenant-General 
to the selection of aides from the Army, but the Re. 
vised Statutes, Section 1097, while giving the Lieu- 
tenant General the same number of aides restricted 
this selection to officers of the Army. 

The Revised Statutes are a revision as well as con- 
solidation or codification of laws existing at the time 
of their passage. (Statutes of 1870, chap. 72; statutes 
of 1874, chap. 333.) Congress had the power to change 
as well as codify. Many of the provisions of exist- 
ing laws were changed by the Revised Statutes; and 
where, in any particular, the provisions of the Re- 
vised Statutes differ from those of a statute whicb, 
before the passage of the Revised Statutes, con- 
tained the law on that subject, the provisions of the 
Revised Statutes must govern. The reference, 
therefore, in the “memorandum” to the larger 
powers contained in the Acts of 1798, 1855, 1857, 1864 
and 1866, can have no weight to modify or enlarge 
the privileges of the Lieutenant-General in the 
selection of aides. The extent of his privileges at 
the present time as determined by Congress, must 
be found in the language of Section 1097 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 

Itis proper to remark, in passing, that the word 
“appoint’’ in the statute of 1798, suse it provides 
that the Lieutenant-General * sball have authority 
to appoint such pumber of aides,”’ etc., cannot be 
presumed to mean a , yhehed of absolute appointment 
from civil life in the Lieutenant-General: for with- 
out the action of the President and Senate such 
— of an officer could not be lawfully 
made. 

it will also be found, upon reference to earlier 
regulations of the Army, in 1820 and 1825, that the 
word “appoint’’ is used when providing that ali 
Generals may choose their aides, showing that no 
peculiar significance can be attached to the word in 
the Statute of 1793 relating to a Lieutenant-General. 

lt is contended in the * memorandum ” that the 
power of the Lieutenant-General is free and uoure- 
stricted in the appointment of his aides, and there- 
fore their term of service cannot properly be limited 
to a certain period of time. As the Secretary of 
War is of opinion that the Lieutenant-General is re- 
stricted in bis selection of aides, to officers of the 
Army, as stated in the Revised Stacutes, and for the 
reasons previously given, it next becomes important 
to consider to what extent the Lieutenant-General 
is restricted in his selection, within the limits of the 
Army, by the laws and Regulations in force at the 
time Order 85 wasissued. In other words, to what 
officers of the Army was the Lieutenant-General 
then confined in his selection of aides. 

It is provided in the Revised Statutes, Section 
1158, that officers of the Corps of Engineers shall not 
be ordered on any duty ey dea the line of their 
immediate profession except by special order of the 
President. So the assignments to stations of officers 
of the Staff Departments are made only by the 
Secretary of War or under his special authority 
given to commanders of Divisions or Departments. 
Regulation 44. 

When Regulation 42 was amended by Order 85 it 
providea that no officer should fill any staff appoint 
ment the duties of which shall take him from his 
regiment or corps, till he has served three years 
with his regiment or corps. And the next section 
of the Regulutions, 43, pruhibits the separation from 
his regiment of any officer of a mounted corps, ex- 
cept upon duty connected with that particular arm 
of the Service. 

lt 1s therefore to be noticed that a large body of 
officers of the Army, viz., the officers of Engineers 
and of the otber Staff Departments, all officers who 
have pot served three years with their regiments, 
and all officers of cavalry aud mounted artillery are 
withdrawn from appointments on the staff of Gen- 
erals, though, of course, they may be detailed by 
order of tbe President or War Department. How 
far the Secretary of War may be concluded from 
departing from some of these Regulations it is not 
necessary now to consider. 

Itisto be borne in mind that these regulations 
have been in force for many years, and the author- 
ity to make and enforce them has never been ques- 
tioned. A reference to the earlier volumes of regu- 
lations also shows that while Generals were per- 
mitted to “appoint” their own aides, there were num- 
erous limitations upon their choice. In the regula- 
tions of 1820, not more than one aide could be taken 
from a regiment, and not more than three from the 
corps of artillery, in each division. Nor could they 
be appointed from the staff corps. It may also be 
noticed that there are at all times many officers 
away from their commands, detailed by the Depart- 
ment, on special duty, in obedience to existing laws, 
which may still furtber limit the choice, ote the 
case of officers detailed as instructors in colleges, or 
to schools of instruction, or to service in other 
branches of the Government. 

From this recital, it is very plain that the language 
ef Section 1097 of the Revised Statutes has not been 
construed literally to give an absolute right to select 
as aide aby officer of the Army, subject to no re- 
striction whatever, but that it has been regarded as 
conferring a choice subject to such reasonable and 
proper limitations as the good of the Service and the 
efticiency of the various corps of the Army demand. 

in the opinion of the Secretary of War the service 
of the officer thus selected may, for the same rea- 
sons, be limited in its duration without impairing 
the right of selection given by the statute. 


on other regulation is worthy, in this connection, 
of aspecial notice. Regulation 167 provides “ that 
Siplenee, although eligible for appointment as aides- 
ogy 4p and liable to the temporary details of ser- 
hee as fur courts-martial, military boards, etc., 
: all not, except for urgent reasons, be detailed upon 
uties separating them from their companies forany 
conetderabie time.” By this regulation it appears 
at the injunction is stropg and emphatic against 
one absences of captains from their commands. It 
is directory, and not distinctly mandatory ; but it 
Somommeep a policy, and prescribes a course of action 
otto be disregarded in detailing captains for the 
special duties set forth and indicated therein. It is 
prepa no | true that this, as well as other regula- 
tions recited above have not always been sufficiently 
Le rne in mind and followed. At the time that the 
eutenant-General reported to the present Secre- 
ety of War the list of officers of the line on special

exceeding four years in duration. The spirit and 
urpose of this regulation, which, in earlier editions 
an with the announcement “ captains should be 
with their companies,” have been at times thus 
widely departed from. 

Itis also urged in the “memorandum” that thereare 
reasons why the staff of the Lieut.-General should 
be exempted from the operation of Order 85, which, 
itis said, do not apply to subordinate generals, to 
whom the same wide discretion is not given in the 
choice of aides. The provisions affecting and gov- 
erning the choice of the Lieutenant-General and 
of Major and Brigadier-Generals are to be found in 
successive sections of the Revised Statutes, Sections 
1097 and 1098. All are to select their aides from the 
Army; and while Major-Generals may select cap- 
tains and lieutenants, and Brigadier—-Geuerals lieu- 
tenants only, the Lieutenant-General may select 
officers who, during service on his staff, shall have 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. The inference 
from this is that be may select any officer below the 
grade of colonel, for it cannot be presumed to have 
been intended that any officer cf higher grade 
should be reduced to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel 
while upon his staff. This merely gives a larger 
choice in selection ; but, after the selection, there is 
nothing to indicate that there is any difference in 
the tenure by which the aides of the several zene- 
rals hold their positions. Asall are servipg in the 
same kind of special detached duty, they must, in 
the absence of any provision to the contrary, be 
subject to the same rules and regulations. 

In considering this subject the Secretary of War 
has confined himself strictly to those questions raised 
and discussed by the Lieutenant-General touching 
the effect, so far as regards himself, of Order 86. 
The larger and more general question, how far the 
order was demanded by and necessary for the best 
interests and good of the service, be has not'thought 
it necessary to consider.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD ON TRIAL OF 
DYNAMITE GUNS. 


PHILADELPHIA, PA., Feb. 13, 1889. 
Lhe Secretary of the Navy, Washington, D. C.: 


Srr: The Board appointed by the Department, 
under date of Nov. 26, 1888, ** to witness and report 
upon the experiments for accuracy to be made with 
the dynamite gun,” having been present at the fir- 
ings of Jan. 19 and Jan. 26, with a 15 inch pneumatic 
dynamite gun, on shore mount, at Fort Lafayette, 
hus the honor to refer to the accompanying practice 
tables as the statistical record of the firings. 

Three additional projectiles were fired on Jan. 31 
by the company for its own information. Two of 
the members of the Board, happening to be in New 
York at the time, were invited by Capt. Zalinski to 
witness the shooting. Theresults are givenin the 
above-mentioned table. They are to be taken, how- 
ever, merely as illustrative. 

The intention of the company was, it is under- 
stood, to demonstrate the capacity of the gun to 
throw 200 pounds of high explosive between the 
limits of at least a mile and 200 yards, grouping 50 
per cent. of the shots of each series in a target 150 
feet long by 50 feet wide. The Board possessed and 
exercised no control over the experiments, being 
present merely as spectators, but every facility for 
executing its duties, together with all information 
necessary to a right comprehension of the condi- 
tions of the trial and the purposes of the company 
were freely and frankly available. 

One member of tie Board was near the gun to 
note the phenomena at that point. He was furnished 
with a theodolite, by which he could accurately 
measure the deviation of each projectile. A second 
member, also using a theodolite, took up a known 
position on shore, approximately oppes te the tar- 
get, to measure the error in range. In this way the 
exact point of fallin each case was plotted on a 
horizontal plane. The character of the flight and 
ot the explosion was observed by a third member of 
the Board from a tug anchored about 400 yards 
abreast of the target. Instantaneous photographs 
of the impacts were taken of a number of the shots, 
mostly from the tue. A few weretaken from the 
shore. The conditions are noted on each photo- 








grapb. 

Tbe dynamite employed throughout was that 
known as No. 1, containing 75 per cent. nitro- 
glycerine. The depth of water at each point could 
pot be determined very closely, but it may be as- 
sumed as from 5}¢ to 6 fathoms. 

The series of shots at the range of over a mile was 
set for the 19th ultimo; the first, a 10 inch subcalibre 

rojectile, loaded with 178 pounds dynamite, being 

red at 2.40P.mM. It was immediately discovered 
that a leak of air was taking place through or near 
the firing valve of the gun which would probably 
prevent the completion of the experiments. For 
this reason further trials were abandoned, pending 
investigation into the cause or the trouble. 

In order to demonstrate the ability of the gun to 
project a large mass of high explosives with safety 
a full-calibre prodecsite. loaded with 200 pounds of 
dynamite No. 1 and 300 pounds of cseere elatine, 
was thrown about 1,200 yards, tumbling in its flight. 
The crater formed by the explosion of this shell was, 
as may be seen from the photograph, something un- 
usually fine, even in the eyes of those accustomed to 
torpedo explosions. In this connection it may be 
well to note that no such mass of explosive has ever 
before been fired from a gun of avy description. 

The leak of air, already mentioned, was found to 
be through the metal of the valve itself, a porous 
and therefore defective casting. This was remedied, 
the metal made tight by tinning, and on Jan. 26 the 
trials were resumed, as follows : 

(1) Nine shots (from 3 to 10) were fired at about 
2,100 yards range. 

(2) The next shot was meant to drop a short dis- 
tance from the muzzle to show the completeness of 
control over close ranges. It stuck at the muzzle. 
The cut-off acted when but 10 pounds of pressure 
bad been lost, a favorable enough operation from 
the — —-ggengan standpoint, but too quick for target 
practice. 

(3) Three shots were fired at about 960 yards. 

(4) To show that ranges within even 100 yards can 
be corapassed by this gun, a short plug—a piece of 





iron pipe loaded with sand and weighing 46 pounds 
—was tossed about 90 yards. 

(5) Three projectiles were fired at an intermediate 
ravge of about 1,700 yards. 

(6) A sand-ballasted full-calibre projectile was 
thrown over three-quarters of a mile as an experi- 
ment towards getting a range table. 

(7) To cover another intermediate range, the

l¢ will be observed that the short ranges were 
estimated, not measured. The observer was very 
close to the points of impact, and to a series of buoys 
laid out at known intervals. I[t is believed that the 
error introduced is inconsiderable. To bring the 
shore observer back to the target would have in- 
volved much delay, with possibly, the day being 
short, the necessity of pestponing this set of firing 
to another occasion. 


THE FLIGHT OF THE PROJECTILES. 


Four full-calibre (or 15-inch projectiles) were fired 
in all. Numbers 2 and 20 tumbled. Number 23 
wobbled, and number 22 flew steadily. Numbers 2 
and 23 were loaded with explomve; numbers 20 and 
22 with sand. Itis probable that in numbers 2, 20, 
and 22 one or mure of the vanes were stripped trom 
the tail by the after-blast, which occurs when the 
body of the shell clears the muzzle, for in the firing 
of Jan. 26 the vanes were seen to fly in the air and 
land about 100 yards from the gun. 

We areinformed that an examination of the tail of 
a shell made at the same time as those fired showed 
that the vanes had been put on with screws of but 
one-half the cross-section of metal as compared with 
those used on shells which bad gone steadily. This 
is of course a mechanical defect which can be easily 
remedied, but it should be mentioned as doubtless 
accounting for the only bad flights in the series and 
ie — 1o note in the inspection of service pro- 

ectiles. 

Every subcalibre projectile was steady in flight, a 
fact which goes to prove that wobbling and tumbl- 
ing will be entirely overcome in 15 inch shells, as it 
was in their predecessors of 8 inches diameter. The 
appeoraase in motion is given in an accompanying 
photograph of a subcalibre shell. 

At short ranges, the rotation of the projectiles 
through the action of the resisting air on the vanes 
was distinctly noticeable both from the neighbor- 
hood ba the gun and from a point abreast of the 
target. 

ACTION OF THE FIRING MECHANISM, 

No hang-fires were observed, the discharge of the 
projectile following immediately upon pulling the 
firing-lever. 

A defect exists in the gun at Fort Lafayette, 
which, it is understood, the company has remedied 
in those of the Vesuvius. The defect and the rem- 
edy are thus explained : In manipulating the gun for 
firing it is brought to a “ cocked” or “ready ”’ posi- 
tion by moving the firing-lever to a predetermined 
set position. hen the lever is pushed directly for- 
ward throughout the entire stroke to the firing posi- 
tion, passing the “ cocking” point without stopping. 
the loss of air becomes | ular. On the other 
hand, when the lever is brought to the cocked posi- 
tion, it can be left there for any required time with- 
out ill result. 

The firing-lever is interlocked with [the breech 
mechanism, so that the — cannot be fired unless 
the breech is absolutely locked. At the time of fir- 
ing it was found that the interlocking arrangement 
caused;the firing-lever to move witb consi erable 
friction. in pushing the lever, it would move hard 
at first,and iu the attempt to get it to the cocked 
position the friction ceased suddenly, so that the 
lever passed this position and went over tothe firing 
point without rest or pause. 

This accident occurred in the fifth and ninth 
rounds, and vitiated the practice by introducing 
into the table two shots that were not thrown with 
the predetermined energy. It is as if, by mistake, 
in a powder gun, a cartridge had been used that con- 
tained leas powder than had been intended. The 
round would be useful in establishing a range table, 
but it would be thrown out in computing the figure 
of merit. Of course if this defect were inherent and 
irremediable, the whole system would be the less 
valuable, but in factasimple detent to catch the 
firing lever at the ready point 1s to be ap lied to the 
guns of the Vesuvius. The Board inks that 
rounds five and nine might with propriety be 
neglected in estimating the accuracy. 

THE RANGE OF THE GUN. 


The twenty second shot is notable as showing the 
range of the 15 inch pres carrying 500 pounds 
ft high explosive, to practically beyond a mile, as 
the loss of a few more pounds of poeeere would cer- 
tainly have carried it over the 16 yards by which it 
fell short of that distance. It isto bethe more re- 
tted that No. 23 wobbled, since, with the joss of 
10 pounds of pressure, a phenomenal record might 
have been expected.

THE QUANTITY OF EXPLOSIVE CARRIED.

This error on the company’s part 
a patural one, which can be correct in future) 
was due to the maker of the dynamite, who gave & 
wrong figure as the specific gravity of ee. 
The capacity of the shells was calculated on that 
basis—the shells ordered, manufactured and deliv- 
ered, the firing day set, and the Board convened to 
witness the ex ments. 

On filling the shells they were found to take but 
about 170 pounds of the dynamite the 
gravity not corresponding with the waker’s 

le carried 220 pounds

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over 200 pounds of explosive gelatine to a distance 
of 1.19 miles, and a full calibre projectile took 500 
pounds of sand to within 50 feet of the mile. Had 
more explosive gelatine been at hand, the company 
would have vast aside the dy namite and finis the 
series with gelatine; but De is not an article of 
commerce here, being exclusively made abroad. 

The company decided, therefore, to make the 

ice with the material at hand, submitting that 
shot No. 10 showed the ability of the gun to reach 
the desired range with ease; that the technical fail- 
ure was due to the error of an outsider whom they 
were powerless to control, and relying on their good 
results in previous work (better indeed than called 
for) to prove their good faith. The Board has care- 
fully considered this matter, and is of the unani- 
mous vpinion that the failure to throw 200 pounds 
of dynamite iz each of these projectiles was not due 
to a fault on the companys part; that the short 
coming was but smali in amount; tbat the gun is 
abundantly able to exceed this demand; and, finally, 
that, in view of the circumstances of the case, the 
result of rouod No. 10, so far as the explosive charge 
and range are concerned, should be accepted as 
typical of the group. 

ACTION OF THE PROJECTILES ON IMPACT. 

But oo ete out of twenty-three fired broke 
up oo striking the water. Its previous behavior 
had been abnormal, as will be seen by reference to 
the table (see No. 4). Contrasting it with round No. 
6, it will be seen that both had the same weight, and 
practically the same time of flight and amount of 
energy stored up, yet they differed in range by 142 
yards. Itis evident that something had happened 
to retard its passage through the air, something 
which also affected its integrity as a whole, as well 
as the electrical circuits from battery to fuse, since 
it failed to explode. 

With this single exception as to impact and the 
three exceptions one noted as to character of 
flight the remedy for which is already provided, the

CHARACTER OF DETONATION—FUSES. 

Eleven loaded and fused projectiles were fired. 
One failed to explode as just described. As ten out 
of the eleven were detonated fully itis fair to say 
that this feature was satisfactory. The effect of the 
explosion can best be appreciated from inspection 
| we accompanying photographs, particularly that 
of No. 3 

The fuses were quick and satisfactory in their 
uction on impact except in round No. 1l. Here the 
alternate firing system came into play, detonation 
occurring on the bottom and giving a fine column 
of water with much mud. 

lelayed action fuses were employed in rounds 9 
and 23. By mistake, no effort was made to measure 
the brief lapse of time between impact and explo- 
sion in the case of No.9. In No. 23 this lapse was 
about 40 seconds. These times mark the limits of 
slight and great delays. But speaking generally, 
the delay action in these fuses is on correct 
principles and ia satisfactory in practice. In short, 
the fuses were found to be effective impact fuses 
with adjustable delayed action, and the immersion 
fuses certain in their action. 

ACCURACY OF FIRE. 

Tbe projectiles fired at 2,100 yards range were nine 
in number. Of these nine, four fell in the same 
spans, 150 feet long by 50 feet broad, with the trial 
shot. The remaining four were abnormal. No. 4 
was the projectile which went to pieces on impact, 
and which appears to have previonsly suffered some 
mechanical injury. This shot should be counted 
either as against the gun or the projectile, not 
against both. Had theshell been normal, the gun 
wet in the opinion of the Board, bave put it near

Nos. 5and 9 have been previously discussed. If 
they ure not counted as part of the 2,100 yards series 
for the reasons given above, then but two bad shets 
were made at this range—No. 4 (defective shell), and 
No. 10, whose weight differed somewhat from the 
others as already described.

On striking the water, the projectiles do not fol- 
low the ordinary law of refraction; on the contrary, 
they always appear to take a direction but little in- 
clined to the horizontal plane.

Fortunately, the exact distance between the fall 
of the projectile No. ll and the crater formed by 
its delayed explosion was measured with a theodo- 
lite.

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The method of graphic analysis employed to as- 
certain the effect produced by the groups of shell 
fired at the three principal ranzes shows that a 
moderate-sized ship, broadside on, whose centre 
was anywhere between the limits of 1,988 yards 
and 2,218 yards, would have been struck by from 
one to five projectiles either above or below the 
waterline. 

If end on, her centre being from 1,046 yards to 
2,248 yards removed from the gun, she would have 
received from one to seven of the nine shots fired. 
Again, were the ship an average ironclad, 333 feet 
long, with corresponding draught of water, etc., 
she would have received all of the nine shots either 
above or below the waterline when 2,097 yards 
distunt. 

There is, however, avother effect which ought not 
to be neglected, viz.: the torpedo action of a suita- 
bly-fused shell passing under theship. As the lat- 
eral errors are insignificant throughout the various 
series, it is fair to assume that the chances of 1n- 
flicting damage on a vessel, either way placed, are 
thereby materially increased. Since the Silliman 
was destroyed in this manner such a supposition is 
logically admissible. Granting that it adds only 
one more chance to each phase, and we see that of 
the nine shots fired at 2,100 yards eight would have 
been effective against a 300.foot ship end on and dis- 
tant from 2,115 yards to 2,126 yards. 

At the 1,700 yards range a 3imilar ship, broadside 
on, would bave been struck by from one tothree 
projectiles, acvordiog as her centre passed over the 
space between 1,625 yards and 1,745 yards. On the 
other hand, if end on, she would have received an 
He pumber when changing ber distance between 
1,574 and 1,786 yards; and the number of injuries re- 
ceived might be increased from ope to two or from 
two to three within the same limits through tor- 
pedo action. 

At 300 yards’ range, a ship broadside on would 
have received from one to three shots between the 
limits of distance of 329 yards to 451 yards. End on, 
she would have received from one to thrée shots 
between the limits uf 298 yards and 482 yards. 

The angle of fall is assumed to be the same as be- 
fore, 25 degrees, for the purpose of illustration. 
Whether this is true at such varying ranges is not 
known. An increase of the danger zone, by tor- 
pedo action, similar to that pointed out at the other 
ranges may also be granted. The distance selected 
in advance for this group was 2,100 yards. 

It appears finally, then, that projectiles either car- 
rying or capable of carrying 200 pounds of bigb ex- 
plosive were thrown to distances varying from 1% 
miles to 90 yards, and that, at the ranges selected 
for grouping, viz.: 2,100 yards, 1,700 yards, aud 360 
yore. not less than one-half of the Ha age ry fired 

ejl in the same standard target with the trial shot. 

The Board is of the opinion that subcalibre pro- 
jectiles smoother on the exterior and of greater 
excellence and uniformity of manufacture would 
have yielded better results even than those re- 
corded; for, excepting in the fifth and ninth rounds, 
the losses of air pressure and therefore the energy 
stored up inthe moving projectile, were remark- 
ably regular. In shells of identical make the flights 
would bave been correspondingly uniform.

AUCEPTING THE “YORKTOWN.” 


SECRETARY WHITNEY referred the question of 
accepting the Yorktown to his successor, with the 
following memorandum : 


Navy DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, March 2, 1889. 


These reports embodying the results of the trial of the 
Yorktown are satisfactory, but final action may with pro- 
priety be tuken by my successor. 

The conditions of the trial which the Yorktown bas been 
subjected to are much more severe than those required in 
any previous trial. Upon the recommendation of the Chief 
of the Bureau of Steam Engineering rules have been 
adopted for these trials under which for the first time the 
horse power developed by both main and auxiliary ma- 
chinery is accurately tested, cards being taken with such 
frequency as to leave no possible 3pportunitv for any error. 
This rrial bas been at sea instead of in smooth water. 

The results of this trial are most creditable to the con- 
tractors. The effective power which they were required to 
produce and guarantee was more then double that exacted 
previously from contractors of the Department, 

Until the contract for the Yorktown was entered into, the 
standard ot the Deparment had been five-horse power per 
ton of machinery,and of the four ships built under that 
standard two failed to reach even thut result,and were 
accepted by the Department notwithstanding. 

The Yorktown, with 330 tons of machiuery, bas produced 
upon the trial 3,398 indicated horse poiver, more than 10 
horse power per ton of machinery, and, as speed is directly 
dependent upon this consideration, its importance to the 
Department cannot be overestimated. 

It would be entirely proper for the vessel to be accepted, 
reserving $10,000 as security for the small matters yet un- 
finished, but itis perhaps better to leave tbe matter to my 
successor. W. C. WHITEY. 


THE BENDER PROPELLER. 


THE Doylestown (Pa.) Democrat givesa description of a 
new propeller, designed by Heary C. Bender,a carpenter 
living in Bucks County, Pa. In the duck, the goose, the 
muskrat. and other water unimals, he noticed the propelling 
power is weil underneath, and about midway of the body to 
be moved. Aciing on the suggestion, Mr. Bender's paddle 
wheels are placed under the boat, about midsbips, one on 
each side the keel, where the blades always act on solid 
water. This gives the boat much greater pulling power. 
When the blades of the wheel leave the water they revolve 
in an air-tight drum, and are relieved of the task of lifting 
aud carrying around a body of water. The action of the 
engine being direct, and Same with the long shattiog 
required for the old paddle wheels and the screw, there is 
great saving of power; less danger of breaking machinery; 
more room for storage of merchandise, aud greater speed 
secured. As the boat moves through the water with great 
steadiness, causing the least possible swell, this method ot 
propulsion seems especially adapted to canal navigation. Itis 
claimed that this propeller gives greater speed and increases 
the propelling power; prevents rocking and slip, being at 
all times in the water; economizes room by dispensing with 
shafts, boxes, and accompaniments, and avoids the delay 
arising from the heating of shafts and journals; causes no 
sweli or wash, and propels the vessel with greater steadi- 
ness. Finally. lighter engines can be used to secure the 
same speed, the vessel can be turned in its centre, and the 
motive power being beneath is completely protected The 
Democrat suys: ** The trial trips of the Advance, a 33-foot 
launch, on the Schuylkill, sustain all these points of excel- 
lence. It moved through the water in almost perfect still- 
ness, the only disturbance being the ripple at the bow. Two 
weeks ago, the officers of the company took the model, a 
thoroughij equipped nickel-plated miniature steamboat, to 
Washington, and displayed it in the basement of the House 
of Representatives. Its working was exhibited before 
members of the Senate and House Nuval Committees, and 
many other members of Congress, the Admiral of the Navy 
and naval officers, the superintendent of the Life Saviog 
Service,and many others. Weare justified in saying that 
all, including Naval experts, who saw the model steaming 
along its artificial waterway, were delighted with it, Its 
wonderful pulling power was a subject of remark.” 














SUB-SURFACE TORPEDU BUAT. 
To the Editor of the New York Times: 


THE sub-surface torpedo boat lately submitted to the Navy 
Nepartment by tbe Columbian [ron Works of Baltimore is 
cigar-shaped and is capable of being operated under three 
different conditions. First,above the surface, tbat is, with 
nearly half of it above water; second awasb, that is, with 
only a few inchesof ths back exposed, together with the 
conning tower: third, completely submerged, that is, with 
nothing whatever appearing above the surface. In the 
latter condition, which is the primary condition for torpedo 
warfare, the buat’s means of offence 1s a horizontal tube 
directly in its axis, from which are discharged 8-incb pro- 
jectiles either by pneumatic power or by powder. These 
projectiles are capable of giving several hundred feet 
range. and the gun and projectile are constructed on a prin- 
ciple first propounded by me at the United States Torpedo 
Station in Tet. but separately invented and proved success- 
ful by Mr. Holland, the mventor of this boat. In lieu of 
this submarine gun the boat will be fitted with any kind of 
lecomotive torpedo that the Navy Department may desire 
to be fired from this or a simitar tube. - 

In addition to this tube in the axis of the boat, there is 
another 8-inch tube, fitted at an angie for over-water tire 
at distances of 1,000 yards or thereabout. It1s intended to 
use this tube for throwiog dynamite shells, under circum- 
stances where the boat cannot approach the enemy W itbin 
torpedo range, or where it may be preferable not to try ao 
doso.

COURTS-MARTIAL CASES,

sioned officers and soldiers were Gown on bim. In the opin- 
ion of the reviewing authority, these facts are sufficient to 
prove the intention to desert.” 





AN EXTRAORDINARY LETTER, 


C. GLostEeR, Topographer, General Service, U. 8. 
A., Army Buildivg, St. Paul, Mion., seems to have 
peculiar ideas of disciptine and the official proprie 
ties to judge from a most extraordinary letter 
which be sent tothe President, Dec. 15, 1888, and 
which is much wore calculated toinjure bim than 
any oneelse. His letter is as follows: 


To the President of the United States: 

Mr. Pres! pentT.—Violation of the law by any depart- 
ment of the Government being a matter which will not re- 
ceive your sanction, I, asa citizen, appeal to you for just- 


ice. 

I have twice been deprived by the Adjutant General of 
the Army, in open violation of the law, of the certificate of 
cundidacy due all qualified candiJates for promotion to the 
grade of 2d lieutenant. (See Article 6, par. 32 A.R.). My 
appeal ior my rights was first ignored, and, finally, denied, 
I bave been informed conclusively by the Secretary of War, 
that as [ declined to undergo what he terms the “final” «x- 
amination, I “will not be certified asa candidate.” This 
edict of the Secretary of War’sis utterly illegal. [am aiso 
informed that “the right of the President to require fur- 
ther examination, etc.. cannot be succersfully questioned.” 
1 -uve never questioned this rigbt, Mr. Presideat. The War 
Department deny my claim but are unable to deny its le- 
gality. The Secretury of War cannot legally deprive me of 
the certificate for which 1 have legally qualitied, I ask tor 
my rigbts, not for arrogant assertions. [ canant, consist 
ently with the law, appear before you for “further appro- 
val” until Tam a certified candidate, and I muaintaio that I 
was right io refusing the so-called “final examimation”™ by a 
board which bad no legal right to alter my status as a candi 
date, but mere arbitrary power to pullify the findings ot a 
proper legally con-tituted board and the final recommenda- 
tion of a department commander. I was compelled, under 
protest to avpear before this illegal board, and I would, io 
alluding to its methods, invite your attention to the dis- 
gracetul ordeail have uudergone for attempting, upon 
merit alone, to gain promotion from the ranks. A member 
or this board wrote to Capt. F. A. Boutelle, ist Cav., for in 
formation about me; ths officer, who knew nothing of my 
record pot known to the officer who recommended me, pro- 
ceeded to vilify we in an attack as brutal and cowardly as 
ever was penned. He has since, ina letter tothe adjutant 
of the 5th ‘nf., which he asks be made public, dated Feb 28, 
1888, given as hissole authority for alleged “scandal” an 
amiable conversation with “an old sergeant,” in which be 
discusses the name of bis brotber officer's wife. This man 
quotes a filthy, stable yard tale, admitting its precious 
source, aod prociaims that it was “common gossip” amongst 
officers and geutiemeno. He bas also seen fit to lie about my 
official record. Now, Mr. President, if this officer could not 
lie about me, cali me a “damned scoundrel,” “rnescal.” etc., 
when asked for my character by my captain, but could du 
so when asked by a member of the “final board,” and in his 
later letter he can also prove his assertions for my satisfac- 
tion. Capt. Boutelle bas maliviousiv lied about me, and of 
this I hoid proof, offici«! and otherwiee. I bave long been 
aware of the underbanded means used to defeat my efforts 
to gain promotion, but bave been constrained to silence on 
account of the lady's name involved. I shall, of course, 
only m ntion it under compulsion, but now that my assail 
apt bus, in bis coarse exultation over his success, dragged it 
out, the blame of publicity cannot attach to me, and [ am 
given the opportunity to vindicate myself. I appealed to 
the colonel of the 5tb lof. for satisfaction in this matter six 
months ago, asking tbat it be referred to bigher authority, 
but bave beard nothing of it, and if Tam to judge by treat- 
ment ulread received at the hauds of the War Department, 
which bas made anexception of mein every way. I need 
net expect to. Toe absurd and il | decision that a soldi 
of 10 years’ service, in ion ot a “declaration of inten- 
tions,” is not elegible for promotivn because he does not 
posses Daturalization papers,is only an instance of that 
treatment, I do not intend to let this matter drop, out will 
publiciy claim my rights and detend my character by ex- 

ing the whole of this infamous ness, Capt. F. D. 
Baldwia, 5th Lof., who bas officially protested against the il-, 
legal treatment I bave received, can my state- 
ments, No decent citizen will u the unfair action of 
the War Department in compelling a man to opeene before 
a board which is permitted to collect a lot of malignant. 
hearsay charges against bim, without giving bim a chance to 
refute them. I demand wy certificate of candidacy which is 
being illegally withheld by the War Department, and satis- 
fection in the mutter of t brutal, lying attack upon my 
character by Capt. F. A. Bout lle.

THE FORTIFICATION BILL. 


TE Fortification bill, as it finally became a law, 
appropriates $1,205,594, being $290.274 more than 
as it passed the House and $130,500 less than as it 
7? the Senate. The following is the text of. 
the law: 


That the sums of money herein provided for be, and the 
same are hereby, aporopriated, out of any moneys in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be expended vader 
the airect supervision of the Board of Ordnance and Forti- 
fication, created by the Fortification Appropriatinn act oP 
proved Sept. 22, 1883, and in the manner prescribed by sa 
act, pamely: 

Preservation and Repair of Fortifications: For the pro- 
tection, preservation. and repair ef fortitic it«ns, $109,000; 
for pre paration of plans for fortifications, $5 000. 

Torpedoes and Harbor Defence: For the purchase of sub- 
marine mines and necessary appliances to operate them tor

Tue Pbiladelpbia Inquirer says: “The port of 
Phoiladelpbia isto bave a scbool ship.

Government has cousented to detail the sloop of 
war Saratoga for duty in this port, and is spending 
about $30. to put berin perfect order; but when 
she is turned over to the autnorities here, the Gov- 
eroment will pot expect to be burdened with the 
expense of her keep.

Tue Brooklyn Eagle says: *‘An officer at the ane 
Yara with mathemutical proclivities and the requi- 
site data at hang has madeu very ioteresting com- 
parison of the relative number of men employed at 
the yard just before, at and after Presidential elec 
tious for the last 20 years. The comparison is shown 
grapbically by curves drawn to scale.

steamers; the Morgan Line is building a new vessel 
at Cramp’s yard, 


OnE of Secretary Whitney’s last official acts was to 
disapprove tbe majority report of a board ap- 
pomted some time ago to consider the subject of 
electric plants on board war vessels. Tbe Secretary 
very severely rebuked the officers sicning tbe report 
for exceeding their duties. The board bad entered 
into a discussion as to which bureau sbould bavethe 
duty of supplying such planta, and in referring to 
this the Secretary said: “The views of the majority 
of the board as to which bureau should supply dyn- 
amos are interesting, but wholly beyond the scope 
of their duty.” He added thatthe assignment of 
busivess among the several bureaus of the Depart- 
ment was a matter entirely in the discretion of the 
Secretary, in which no one else in the Department 
was called upon to interfere. 

AN officer at the Navy Yard has received a letter 
from one of the officers on the Atlanta at Aspinwall, 
saying that trouble ean bardly be averted when 
work onthe Panama Cavalis actually and abso- 
lutely stopped, as it will be on March 15.

Tue Sundry Civil bill as it fisally became a law 
contains the fvllowing items of interest to the 
Services:

$15,000; new milling machine at Frankford Ar- 
senal, Pa., $1,600; magazine at Piccatiny, N. J., 
$35,000; improvements at San Antonio, Tex., $4,500; 
Sardy Hook Proving Ground, $2,000; operating 
testiog machine at Watertown Arsenal, $10,000; 
sewerage at Watervleit Arsenal, $2,500; repairs at, 
$5,000; general repairs and improvements at 
smaller arsenals, $50.000; for hospital building at 
Augusta, Ga., $10,000; construction of buildings at 
and the enlargement of such military posts as in 
the judgment of the Secretary of War may be neces- 
sary, $400,000; work on buildings for Cavalry and 
Artillery Sebool at Fort Riley, Kas., $100,000. 

Text books, instruments, etc., at Fort Leaven- 
worth [nfantry and Cavalry School, $1,500; con 
tinuing work of construction at Forts Robinson and 
Niobrara, Neb., $30,000 each ; sewerage system at 
Fort Monroe, $25,000; a macadamized road 
through Plattsburgh reservation. $10,000; im. 
provements of works, etc., for the Presidio of Cali-

That hereafter the preparation and publication of said 
records shal! be conducted, under the Secretary of War, by 
a board of three persons, one of whom shai! be an officer of 
the Army, tw be selected by the Secretary ot War, ana two 
civilian exoerts,to be appointed by the Secretary of War. 
the compensation for said civilian experta to be fixed by the 
Secretary of War andto be paid trom this anpropriatiorn; 
and the whole work of preparation and publicativn shall be 
completed within five vears. And from and after the pas- 
sage of this act the records which have b-en, or which may 
here+iter be, selected for publication shall be accessible to 
the public, under such regulativns as the Secretary of War 
may prescribe, but in no case shall such regulations permit 
tbe removal of the original records from the Department 
building. 








THE NEW ADMINISTRATION. 


THE Senate received President Harrison’s nomi- 
nations for Cabinet positions on Tuesday and 
promptly confirmed them. They are: 

James G. Blaine, of Maine. Secretary of State. 

William Windom, of Minnesota, Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Redfield Proctor, of Vermont, Secretary of War. 

William H. H. Miller, of Indiana, Attorney 
General. 

John Wanamaker, of Pennsylvania, Postmaster 
Generel. 

Benjamin F. Tracy, of New York, Secretary of 
the Navy. 

John W. Noble, of Missouri, Secretary of the 
Interior. 

Jeremiah M. Rusk, of Wisconsin, Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

The first of the new Secretaries to qualify was 
Gen. Tracy, who entered the office of the Secretary 
of the Navy about 11.30 o’clock on Wednesday 
morning. He came unannounced and unaccom- 

pied. He was chatting with Lieat. Mason when 

r. Whitney entered, shook bands warmly, and 
offered his congratulations. Gen. Tracy replied 
laughingly that he thought he deserved sympathy 
rather than congratulations. After an informal 
consultation in Mr. Whitney's private room, the 
bureau chiefs and officers on duty at the Depart- 
ment were presented to the new Secretary. A few 
minutes before 12, Chief Olerk Lee, of the State 
Department, presented Gen. Tracy with his com- 
tm ssion, which Mr. Bayard had just countersigned. 
The oath of office was administered by Charles S. 
Jobnson, of the Department of Justice, an old 
townsman an] friend of the new Secretary. 

Shortly after noon Governor Proctor reached the 
War Department, where be found Secretary Eadi- 
cott and all the bureau officers waiting to receive 
him. Cbief Clerk Tweedale administered the oath. 
The officers were presented to the new Secretary 
atter he had affixed his signature tothe oath. At 
the same time he made a little speech, in which he 
took occasion to say that it was the inevitable re- 
sult of our system of governing public affairs that a 
Man came into office entirely unacquainted with 
the details of bis office ; but he hoped, with their 
aid, to administer affairs without any serious 
errors. 

From the inaugural address of President Harri- 
son, which has been published so widely. we take 
the following extracts. There is no reterence im 
the message to the Army : 


We have Reooty maiotuined a policy of avoiding all in- 
terference with ropean affairs. We bave been only in- 
terested spectators of their contentions in diplomacy, and 
in war, ready to use our friendiy offices to promote peace, 
but never obtruding our advice, ava never attempting un- 
fairly to coin the distresses of other Powers iato com- 
mercial advantage to ourselves. We have a just right to 
expect tbat our European policy will be the American polic 
of European Courts. It isso manifestiy incumpatible wit 

ose precauticns for our peace aod satety, which all the 
great Powers babitually observe and entorce in mutters 
affecting them, that a shorter water way between our east- 


erm and western seaboards should be dominated by any 


European Government, that we may confidently expect 
Hd 7 & purpose will not be entertained by any friendiy 

We shall, in the future, as in the past, use every endeavor 
to waintain and evlarge our frieodly relations with al! the 
great Powers, but tuey will nut expect uato look kindly 
upon any project that would leave us subject to the dangers 
of a hostile observation or environmeot. We have not 
sought to dominate or te absorb any of our weaker neigh- 
bors, but rather to aid and encourage them to establish free 
and stable governments, resting upon the consent of their 
own people. We have a clear right to expect, theretore. 
that no European Government will seek to establish colovial 
dependences upon the territury of these independent 
Awerican States. That which a sen-e of justice restrains 
us from seeking, they may be reasonably expected willingly 
to forego. 

It must not be assumed, however, that our interests are 
sc exclusively American tbat our entire inattention to any 
events that muy transpire elsewhere can be taken for 
wrapted. Our citizens, domiciled for purposes of trade in 
all countries and in many of the islands of the sea, demaud 
and will bave our adequute care in their personn!l and com- 
mere al rights. The necessities of our Navy require cou- 
venient coaling stations,and dock and harbor privileges. 
These and other trading privileges we will feel jree to ob 
tain only by means that do not in any degree partake of 
coercion, however feeble the Government from which we 
ask such concessions. Rut, having fairly obtained them, by 
methods and tor purposes entirely consistent with the most 
frienaly disposition toward all other Powers, our consent 
wiil necessary to apy moditication or impairment of the 
concession. We shall veither tail to respect the flag of avy 
friendly vation or the just rightset its cit.zens, nur to exuct 
the like treatwent for cur own. Calmness, justice and con 
sideration should characierize our diolomacy. The offices uf 
an .oteliigent diplomacy or of friendly arbitration in proper 
cases should be adequate to the peaceful adjustment of al! 
yoternational difficuities. By such methuds we will make 
our contribution to the world's peace. which no nation 
values more highlv, and avoia the oppcobrium which must 
fall upon the nation that rurhlessly breaks it. 

The const: uction of a sufficient number of modern war 
shins and of their necessary armamert should progress ar 
rapidly as is consistent with care and pertection in plans and 
workmanship. The spirit, courage and ssill of our paval 
officers and seamen have many times in our history given to 
weak ships and inethbcient guns a ratiog greatly beyond tha’ 
of the naval list. That they will again do so upoo ovcasion 
I do not donot, but they ought not by premeditation or ne- 
“= be left to the msks and exigencies of an unequu! 
combat. 

We should encourage the establishment of American 
steamsbip tines. The exchanges of commerce demand 
stated, reliable and rapid means of communication, and un- 
til these are provided the development of our trade with the 
States lyiog south of us is impossible. - 

Our peosion haw should wive more adequate and discrimi 
nating relief to the Union soldiers and sailors, and to their 
widows and orphans. Such occasions as this should remiad 
u3 that we owe everythiog to their valor and sacrifice.

repairs of buildings at Fort Sidney, $.5,000; trans- 
portation prisoners from Fort Leavenworth, $2.500; 
funeral expenses ,of Lieut. Charles R. Miles, $500; 
to relieve Pay Directors Russell and Tocker check- 
ages; deficiency in appropriation for construction 
and repair of vessels, $150,000; deficiencies in 
naval bureaus, $938,156; naval longevity pay (Cook 
decision) 1887 and 1888, $10,019.60; to rel‘eve Ad- 
miral Jouett and to reimburse Mrs. Hancock for 
expenditures for entertainment; claims of volun- 
teers, $26,654; scientific expedition to west coast of 
Africa to observe eclipse; Army and Army pensions, 
$8,000,000. 








NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Astronomy with an Orera Glass: a Populer Introduc- 
tion to the Study of the Starry Heavens witb the simplest of 
Uptical Tustruments, with maps and directions to facilitate 
the recognition of the Constellations and the principal stars 
visible to the naked eve, by Garrett P. Serviss. New York, 
D. Appleton and Cu., 1888. 

Mr. Serviss presents a most interesting account of 
the researche~ into the solar depths which are pos- 
sible to anv attic philosopher who passes an opera 
or tield glass and his work will do much to popular- 
ize the study ofastronomy. Without doubt seme 
future Herschel or La Place will ascerbe bis first 
prowptings to discovery to this work. It presents 
nearly forty plates of different portions of the 
heavens, the stars being represented by spots of 
white on w jet black ground, showing the location 
of innumerable stars, from our neare st neighbor and 
twin sister Veuus, to the distant Sirius, seventy tv o 
times as briliiant as the Sup, twenty times its mass, 
and 537,000 times as distant from us. 

History of the Celebration of the 100th Anniversary of 
the Promulgation of the Constitution of the United Scates. 
Edired by Hampton L. Carson, secretary of the Constitu- 
tional Centennial Commission. [a two volumes, with illus- 
trations. Published under the direction and by the autbor- 
ity of the Commission by J. B. Lippiacott and Company, 
Paoiladelpbia Price, $10. 

Mr. Carson's bulky volumes, more imposing in 
form than ip substance, are admirable specimens ot 
tbe book making art, money baving been lavished 
upon them without regard to profit. The tirst vol- 
ume contains a history by John A. Kasson, of the 
formation of the Constitution aod the steps which 
led to its adoption; biographies of members of the 
Federal Convention, and a bistory of the Constitu- 
tioual Centennial Commission by Mr. «‘arson, Also 
the text of the Coustitution and its amendmenis 
and ahistory of the amendments, These occupy 
330 pages; the remaining 148 pages of the first vol- 
ume, and the whole of the second volume, are de. 
voted to reports of the Centennial Celebration, in- 
cluaing the preliminary work of the committee 
having itin charge. In an appendix to tbe second 
volume 1s given an interesting compilation by 

Fredk. D. Stone, presenting the “plans for the 





union of the British Colonies of North America, 


1643-1776. The two volumes contain 112illustrations, 
giving admirable portraits of Washington and 
forty-four members of the Federal Convention, and 
pictures of bistorical buildings aud views of tue 
Centennial procession, iocluding the bandsome mil- 
itary display. These are in the bighest style of the 
art and are well worth preserving. Mr. Careoa 
is certainly to be commended upon the thorough- 
ness with which he bus dune bis work of editing.

TWIST IN RIFLES. 


In a recent article in Shooting and Fishing on 
“Twist 10 Rifles,” Mr. H. Warpver says: 


To rifits of ordinary weight and calibre this roliing or 
twisting teature of the r- coil is so one srent that an expert 
shooter can readily determine, when shooting a rifle, whetn 
it bas a right or left band twist by the sensarion ou bia che ky 
if he happens (as many do) to rest bis cheek uoon the stoc« 
when shooting. A knowledge of this feature in reenii wil 
enable the marksman who desires co avoid as much of the 
unp'earantness incident thereto as pos-ible, to select or 
order a gun understandingis. A right hand twist in the 
gun will give a left band ruil to it when discharged, and 
consequently a smart rap against the cheek of u right band 
sbooter who rests his cheek upon the stock, when, if the 
gun had a left band twist th: rollot it, when umcharged, 
would be away from bis cheek, and the shock of revoil 
greatly diminished thereby. ‘The rule should be “a left 
haod twist for armnt band shooter, and vice versa.” It 
would save many a man the beadache afier a Guy's soooring 
atthe butts. There is anotber point in relation to right aod 
left hand twists which most experts uodersctand, while but 
few of them ever attempt to profit by the knowledge of it, 
This is what is usually termed “tbe natural drift” of the 
bullet in the direction uf its rotation. aod while not very ap- 
rent at sbort range. itisof sufficient magnitude at the 
onger ranges to be well worth our consideration.

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THE NEW ADMINISTRATION. 

THE inauzuration of President Harrison signalizes 
the return to power of the influences and ideas 
which were controlling during the period of the 
War of the Rebellion, and immediately succeeding; 
modified, it is true, by time and circumstances, but 
still essentially the same. Himself an officer of 
Volunteers, and the grandson of a soldier, Presi- 
dent Harrison has chosen one-halt of his Cabinet 
counsellors from the ranks of the ex-Volunteers of 
the Union Army. Of the civilians in the Cabinet, 
Mr. Blaine, Secretary of State, and Mr. Win- 
dom, the Secretary of the Treasury, have already 
been introduced to tke country as ocepants of the 
‘positions they again hold. Mr. Blaine’s individu- 
ality has especially impressed itself upon popular 
imagination, and he is judged as worthy of the 
highest honors, or the reverse, according to the 
politics of his critic. As to one thing all are 
agreed: that he is a most able and positive man, 
and one who will give an administration of foreign 
affairs which will be especially satisfactory to dis- 
tinctively American sentiment. Of the other two 
civilian members, one, Mr. Miller, the Attorney 
General, is a lawyer, whose selection by his intimate 
friend and law partner, the President, is testimony 
to his ability. Mr. Wanamaker, the Postmas- 
ter General, is an enterprising merchant of 
Philadelphia, who his shown such ability in the 
conduct of his private affairs that he is better 
known throughout the country than any merchant, 
with the possible exception of the late A. T. Stew- 
art, who was originally selected by President Grant 
for his Cabiast. The Post OJice Department is a 
vast business,*much the largest and most complex 
of any in the country, and it will be interesting to 
note the result of the application to the conduct of 
its affairs of business ability of such high order. 

The Secretary of the Ioteri®r, John Willock 
Noble, entered the Union Service during the Civil 
War, as Adjutant of the 3d Iowa Vols., and won 
his promotion through tLe various grades to the 
rank of colonel and brevet brigadier general 
by gallantry and ability. A writer in the New 
York Sun, who evidently speaks from personal ac- 
quaintance, says: ‘‘As a soldier General Noble 
was a fine, handsome, deep-chested, sturdy-limbed, 
dashing figure, of splendid health, medium size, 
and distinguished ability. At the end of the war 
he was recognized as one of that brilliant assem- 
blage of cavalry officers who had doue so much to 
end the struggle in the central Southern States. He 
was rapidly rising into prominence, and nothing 
but the termination of hostilities prevented him 
from reaching high rank and important command. 
He is now known as one of the strongest lawyers at 
the St. Louis bar, where he enjoys a high reputa- 
tion for probity, learning, and industry. During 
the great railroad strike of 1877, when St. Louis 
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was threatened with violence and bloodshed by 
Anarchists and Commanists, General Noble took a 
prominent and active part in arming and organizing 
his fellow citizens for the maintenance of order 
and for the enforcement of the law.” 

Jeremiah M. Rusk, who is appointed to the head 
of the new Department of Agriculture, has not 
only had an experience especially fitting him to 
deal with the questions pertaining to his depart- 
ment, but he is known as a vigorous and gallant 
soldier of the war, who as Governor of Wisconsin 
won especial honor by his prompt and energetic 
action during the riots threatening Wilwaukee 
three years ago. He was Major and Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the 25th Wisconsin Infantry during the 
war. 

The Secretaries who preside over the two depart- 
ments with which our readers are chiefly concerned 
are both of them ex-officers of Volunteers. The 
Secretary of War, Redfield Proctor, of Proctorsville, 
near Rutland, Vt., when Lincoln issued his first 
call for troops in 1861, at once tendered his ser- 
vices as a private soldier, but General Geo. F. 
Davis, the Quartermaster-General of Vermont, 
knowing his honesty, capacity, and spirit, had him 
made quartermaster of the 3d Vermcnt Regiment, 
with the rank of lieutenent. He soon had a chance 
to show his mettle in an engagement at Lewinsville, 
Va. (Sept. 11, 1861), under the eye of General Mc- 
Clellan, who complimented him and recommended 
him for promotion. Soon after he was made major 
of the 5th Vermont, but before having much oppor- 
tunity fer service he was prostrated (in the winter 
of 1861-2) by typhoid fever, and for a long time his 
life was despaired of. Upon his recovery in the 
fall of 1862, he rejoined his regiment on the Penin- 
sula, just in time to accept an unsought and unani- 
mous election as colonel of the 15th Vermont. In 
this position he served faithfally and acceptably. 
He was born in June, 1831, is a graduate of Dart- 
mouth College, and by profession a lawyer. He 
has served his State as a representative in the Legis- 
lature, member of the State Senate, Lieutenant- 
Governor and Governor, and was last year unani- 
mously recommended by the Legislature of Vermont 
for a Cabinet position. He is vigorous and capa- 
ble, has fine administrative talents, as well as large 
experience in the conduct of public office. 

We most cordially congratulate the Navy on the 
selection of Benjamin F. Tracy as Secretary of the 
Navy. We know him to be an honest man; a high 
minded and honorable gentleman, with whom the 
best elements in the Service will find themselves in 
full sympathy. Heis also a man of exceptional 
ability; energetic and positive, and at the same time 
considerate and courteous. His standing at the 
Bar is indicated by the fact that his professional 
income is several times the salary of a Cabinet offi- 
cer, and that he has held the highest judicial office 
in the State of New York, that of judge of the 
Court ot Appeals. He was at the age of twenty- 
three chosen District Attorney of Tioga County, 
New York, and served as such for three terms. 
He was a member of the New York Assembly in 
1861 and U.S. Districc Attorney for the Eastern 
District of New York from 1866 to 1873. In 1862 
he took an active part in recruiting forthe Army, as 
military commandant of the twenty fourth Sena- 
torial district, appointed by Governor Morgan, and 
was made colonel of one of the three regiments re- 
cruited by him, the 109th New York. His command 
Wasa part of General Grant’s advance force and 
took a prominent part in the battles of the Wilder- 
ness and Spottsylvania. In the Wilderness fight 
General Tracy led his men into the thickest of the 
contest, and toward the close ef the day he fell to 
the ground exhausted. After Spottsylvania he was 
compelled to return to New York on account of 
impaired health. When his health improved he 
returned to the front, taking command of the 127th 
Regiment of colored troops. Later he was placed 
in command of the rendezvous and prison camp at 
Elmira, where 10,000 prisoners were under his 
coarge. At the close of the war he was made a 
brevet brigadier-general of Volunteers. Of his suc- 
cessor Secretary Whituey has very truthfally said 
that among General Tracy’s many other excellent 
qualities was a broad, liberal turn of mind, that 
Would enable him to avoid being drawn into trouble 
by the cross-currents of personal and factional 
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fighting in the Service. He is certainly absolutely 
free from prejudice as concerning the differences 
between line and staff. 

General Tracy has amused his leisure during the 
past ten years in establishing one of the finest stock 
farms in the country. He is an enthusiast on the 
subject of breeding trotters, and, until recently, the 
Marshland stud, cf which he and his son are 
the proprietors, was the only one having two stal- 
lions with a better record than 2.21}. These are 
‘* Mambrino Dadley,” with a record of 2.19%, and 
** Kentucky Wilkes,” record 2.213. The catalogue 
of his stock includes one hundred horses, young and 
old, ani occupies as many pages with a description 
of their merits. General Tracy is an industrious 


_| and conscientious, as well as an energetic, worker, 


and as soon as he has mastered thesituation he will 
make himself felt in the Department. We have 
never had a Cabinet, within our recollection, that 
was better organized for distinctively executive 
action. 


Tue Board on the Revision of Tactics will soon 
leave Washington for some other post where an 
opportunity will be afforded for a practical demon 
stration of the various mancuvres contemplated by 
the new tactics as far as perfected. They are to 
depart from Washington before March 25, as their 
quarters on that date are to be occupied by the 
Lydecker Court-martial. It was at first proposed 
to send them to Fort Leavenworth, but General 
Schofield has since recommended that they be 
ordered to the Army Building at New York with 
the view to conducting the practical experiments 
necessary at West Poiat and other posts in the 
vicinity of New York City. The decision of the 
new Secretary is necessary before any point is de- 
finitely determined upon. This Board is still far 
from completing the important task assigned them. 
The School of the Soldier is pretty well perfected 
and tolerably good progress has been made in in 
structions in drill, but much practical work is 
necessary before even these branches are fully per- 
fected. At least another six months will elapse 
before their work is finished. 














SPEAKING of promotion by selection and confi- 
dential reports, the Admiralty Gazette says: ‘‘ The 
practice undoubtedly prevails of placing profes- 
sional qualifications secondary to social ones. A 
youngster who is a success socially, dresses well, is 
good looking, and commits no great moral enorm. 
ity, no matter how professionally insufficient he may 
be, is pretty sure of a favorable report. This is cer- 
tainly not as it should be. Real military genius is 
probably a rare gift, but young officers should be 
encouraged—nay, compelled—to take a pride in 
their profession, not merely on account of the 
social position it gives them, the amount of eclat at- 
tached to it, and the amusements it can command, 
but for the opportunities of distinction and advance- 
ment it affords to really capable men. The love of 
soldiering—real, earnest soldiering—ought to be 
inborn in every man who adopts the profession of 
arms, so as to predominate over all other inclina- 
tions. These juniors who give unmistakable evid- 
ence that they place the claims of their profession 
before all others, and who evince superior talents, 
ought to be unhesitatingly commended and pro- 
moted, while those of opposite tendencies should be 
uncompromisingly weeded out.” 





AN experienced officer at a Western post writes 
as follows: ‘‘The canteen order is an excellent one, 
and will do more to aid discipline and content- 
ment that anything yet tried. Objections will 
come from dislike to interfere with friendly rela 
tions to the trader, extra work involved and other 
manifest cause, but the men will be clearly bene 
fited. They will get what they need at decent 
prices, which they don’t do now, even though thé 
prices be presumably regulated by the council of 
administration, and when beer is sold rest assured 
it won’t be sold to a man who ought not to get it. 
The luuch counter is also a great institution, with a 
proper place to have recreation instead of that ut- 
ter abomination, ‘the soldier’s bar.’” We com- 
mend this to the consideration of the War Depart- 
ment, as an offset to some of the complaints of the 





order which we understand that they are receiving. 





Those who object are those they will bear from. 
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One of Mr. Endlicott's last acts as Secretary of 
War was to order a court-martial for the trial of 
Major G. J. Lydecker cn charges of neglect of duty 
in connection with the construction of the Wash- 
ington squeduct. The court was ordered at the 
request of Major Lydecker, thougl it would prob- 
ably have followed as a result of the report of the 
Court of Inquiry in his case had he not so re- 
quested, as the findings reflected seriously on his 
management of the work. The court-martial will 
commence at the War Department in the Secre- 
tary's old office, which is occupied by the Tactical 
Board. Lieutenant Townsend will not be ordered 
before the court. The foilowing is the detail of the 
court : Major-General George Crook, Colonel H.

THE policy adopted by President Oleveland in 
in the early days of his administration of appoint- 
ing sons of Army and Navy officers to vacant 
cadetships or at large to the Naval and Military 
Academies, was closely adhered to to the last, and 
will, we hope, be alopted by his successor in office. 
The two vacancies which have existed for several 
months were filled on Saturday last by the appoint- 
ment of Charles G. Sawtelle, son of Deputy Q. M. 
Gen. Sawtelle, and Robert Prentiss Bradley, son of 
Col. Luther P. Bradley, U. S. A., retired. The 
vacancy to which the latter was appointed was 
originally given to the son of Gen. Stanley, but 
when his age became known it was found that he 
was too young to enter the academy. Wilham 
Mackey Cruikshank, a graduate of the High School 
of the District of Columbia, was also appointed on 
Saturday last. 





In an article on ‘‘ Sabmerged Warships,” Engiu 
eering says: ‘‘It will be seen that the construction 
of such a ship as We speak of entails much that 1s 
novel and widely removed from the old lines. It 
would, of course, be advisable to proceed with due 
caution and build vessels of moderate dimensions. 
One with a seagoing displacement of 1,000 tons 
would suffice, always provided that everyone who had 
anything to do with her was not permitted to carry 
out his own notions to their detriment of everyone 
else. Thus, for example, the artilierists must not 
be permitted to crowd her with guus and apparten- 
ances. The torpedo people must be moderate in 
their views, the naval architect must not load her 
with armor. We say nothing about the engineers; 
they are certain not to be permitted to have their 
own way. It is well known in the Navy that engine 
and boiler room weight and space are regarded as so 
much loot on which the artillerist, the torpedo 
men, the naval architect, and even the ship's purser 
—does he not want room for provisions ?—can prey.” 








A 2p ARTILLERYMAN, referriug to the present re- 
gulations in the matter of official mourning, writes: 
‘‘The period is too long. Nor should the regi- 
mental colors ever be draped. To illustrate, since 
our regiment has been stationed in the South, about 
three years and eight months, it has had its colors 
draped for three general officers, one colonel, three 
captains and one lieutenant, and it has so happened 
that the deaths commemorated have been just so 
far apart that the colors have been unfurled but a 
dozen times at most. If it ie considered advisable 
to put any crape on the regimental colors, a double 
streamer of crape about four feet long carried on 
the staff for, say ten or fifteen days, would amply 
satisfy public sentiment.” 








Tue bill to regulate the course at the Naval Aca- 
demy is one of the few measures, other than the 
appropriation bills, to become laws during the clos- 
ing days of the session. Toe Conference Committee 
made its report barely in time to bave it adopted 
and the bill enrolled for the President’s signature 
before the close of the session, 
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IN the case of the cadets at the Naval Academy 
who were found deficient at the semi-annual ex- 
amination beld last month, Secretary Whitney, 
before he went out of office, decided to turn them 
back into the next lower class. There were twenty- 
six of these young gentlemen, and the Secretary 
was of the opinion that inasmuch as they had only 
been at the Naval Academy five months, some lati- 
tude ought to be granted to them. In most cases 
the cadets were very young, one of them being 
barely over fourtzen years. They bave been granted 
leave until next May, at which time they will re- 
port and be assigned to the entering class at that 
time. This will to some extent be embarrassing, as 
there were numerous Congressmen who had been 
nearly worried out of their existence by young men 
who wanted to serve their country. Notifications 
to the members ot Congress of existing vacancies 
at the Naval Academy are now being sent out by 
the Navy Department. 








Wits thé exception of the promotions conse- 
quent upon the retirement of Major Warren Web- 
ster, which occurred on March 2, all nom‘nations 
due up to and including March 4 were sent to the 
Senate and confirmed before the close of the 50th 
Congress. With the promotion calendar thus 
cleared up, thirteen vacancies are left in the grade 
of second lieutenant, or rather will be when the 
two vacancies in the Ordnance Department are 
filled by transfer of lieutenants from the Artillery 
Eight of these are in the Infantry, and the re- 
mainder in the Artillery. With two more prospec 
tive in the Artillery, this branch of the service will 
provide places for at least seven of the coming 
graduates. Some of these places will likely go to 
the star members of the graduating class who will 
be shut out from the Engineer Corps unless some 
unforeseen casualties should occur in that branch. 
There are no vacancies at present, and none pro- 
spective in that corps. 








WE are glad to note that a new regulation makes 
it the duty of regimental commanders to inspect al/ 
the companies of their regiments once a year, 
whether serving at regimental headquarters or not. 
This is as it should be, although we are not fully 
prepared to agree with an officer who recently said : 
‘*Some companies have been so long away from 
headquarters that their commanders quite forget, 
or at least act as if they forget, that they havea 
colonel. The small post system is eminently des- 
structive of regimental esprit de corps.” 








Ons of the last acts of Secretary Endicott was to 
sign orders detailing Major James C. Post, of the 
Engineer Corps, as attache to the American Lega- 
tion in Loadon, and ist Lieutenant Otto L. Hein, 
ist Cavalry, to similar duty at Vienna. Lieutenant 
James C. Sanford, Engineer Corp:, who had previ- 
ously received orders for duty in London, has been 
transferred to {the Legation at Berlin. He sailed 
last week for his new field of duty. 








So FAR as we can learn the new regulations con- 
cerning post schools are being actively put into 
operation so faras existing facilities will allow, and 
if competent school teachers can be secured in 
sufficient number and money provided to purchase 
necessary books and other articles of school equip 
ment, the system now inaugurated will work well 
and do much good. 





Major Henry CARROLL, 1st Cavalry, has applied 
to be retired under the 30 years’ service law. Mr. 
Endicott on Friday last directed that his request be 
complied with, but when he afterward learned that 
retirements under the law named were included in 
the limited list he recalled his order and directed 
the retirement of Major Warren Webster instead, 
There was still another vacancy, but the policy of 
the Department being to keep one vacancy open at 
all times for emergencies, Mr. Endicott preferred 
that Major Carroll's request should go over for the 
action of the new Secretary. 








ADVANCE copies of the new Army Regulations are 
promised by the Public Printer the latter part of 
this week. The new Army Register is promised for 
distribution on or before March 15, 


SENATOR CHANDLER'S opposition to the receiving 
ship and longevity claims of naval officers has re- 
sulted in the adoption of an amendment to the 
General Deficiency act, shutting out all claims ac- 
cruing more than six years ago. The total appro- 
priations called for by the list of claims certified to 
by the accounting officers during the past session is 
allowed, with this proviso : 

Proyided, That. no part or any one of the claims to which 
this appropriation is applicavle shall be piid theretrom 
which accrued more than six years prior to the date of the 
filing of the petition in the Court of Claims upon which the 
judgment was rendered. which being affirmed by the Su- 


preme Court has peen adopted by the accounting officers as 
the hasis tor the allowance of said claim. 


The total amount of these claims for which ap- 
propriation is made is $564,391, of which sum 
$307,443 was added by the Senate to cover the list 
of claims sent in after the bill had passed the 
House. The proviso quoted will necessitate a re- 
adjustment in nearly every case, so that some weeks 
will elapse before the actual work of payment 
commences. 








WE publish this week two very important official 
memoranda, in which experts who have been follow- 
ing the development of the Pneumatic Dynamite 
system of defepsive operations will find much to in- 
terest them and agreat deal to confirm impressions 
previously entertained. The report of Commander 
Goodrich to Secretary Whitney on the firing quali- 
ties of the new 15-inch dynamite guns is admirably 
considered as a critical resumé of results with the 
new ordnance. The monograph cn the Vesuvius is 
also the best and most specific description of that 
remarkable addition to our Navy which has thus 
far been made public. 








Att Army and Navy nowinations sent to the 
Senate during the session just closed were con— 
firmed. There was not asingle withdrawal and but 
few objections to any of the cases sent in during the 
entire session. We publish elsewhere a list of 
confirmations.

LIEUTENANT MALVERN HILL BarRsumM, 3d U. §.

In it be says: “ Recruits consist largely of 
two classes: The first class is composed of young 
men, perhaps country boys, who think that there is 
a great deal of glory in being in the Army and they 
want to be real soldiers. The second class 1s made 
up of men who drink a good deal and cannot make 
a living oy hard work, so they enlist. Of the two 
classes, of course the first make the better soldiers, 
though many of the second cluss muke more success 
as soldiers than they would in any other walk in 
life. A good many foreigners in one way or another 
find their way into our Army.”

who did bis duty through both wars, never held a 
political office or asked for one and died poor, must 
have despised the pinchbeck colonel and tinsel gen- 
eraland the professional Grand Army man of the 
period.”

On the 27th anniverzary of the day on which the 
Monitor arrived at Fort Monroe, to participate iu 
the famous fight with the Merrimac, John Ericsson 
passes away. His death occurred at bis bome 1n 
Beach street, New York, at 12.30 4. M. Friday mora- 
ing. Mar. 8 He was born in Vermeland, a province of 
Sweden. July 31, 1°03. The period of nearly eichty- 
six years compassed within the two dates given 
covers a record of engineering achievement which 
is not easily paralleled. Ericssou’s actual work at 
his profession covers a period of nearly seventy five 
years, as he was a cadet ia the Eagineer Corps at 
eleven, and contioued at work uatil within a fort- 
night of his death, which resulted from inuflamm.- 
tion of the bladder. Lt is impossible to dispose of 
such a career 1n @ paragraph, which is all we have 
opportunity for now. To E-icsson we are indebted 
for the screw propeller, the caloric engine and the 
solar engine, and innumerable modificatioasia ex- 
isting methods of developing and transmittios 
power, besides the revolutiouia warfare which re- 
sulted from his conception of tha Monitor. Sup- 
plementing that conception was the aporeciation of 
the necessity for prompt action in carrying it out, 
foi which the country is equally indebted to him. 
A little incident, which has never been told, may be 
mentioned in connection with this. When Erivsson 
found that delay would result from the economy 
practised in sending by water the plates intended for 
the Monitor, be paid out of his own pocket the addi- 
tional charge required for transportation by rail. 
The result showe! that but for this the story of 
the fight at Fort Monroe might have had a differeat 
ending. , 
Mr. Ericsson had one eccentricity, and that was io 
his absorbing devotion to work. He did not allow 
himself even the ordinary relief of relaxation dur- 
ing one day in the week and bis stint was 12 bours4 
day during 365 days of the year. By ubserviog 4 
strict regime he succeeded, however, in preservi0g 
excellent health up to the period of bis last illoess. 
He leaves no family, his immediate relatives being 
the sons of his brothers in Sweden, one of whom, Nils 
Ericsson, was a distinguisbed railroad engineer an 
at the head of the Swedish railway syetem. His life 
was one of absolute separation trom the ordinary 
association of human sympathy ard good fellow- 
ship, and except to those who had business with 
him in which be was interested, he was as unap- 
proachable as the Dalai Lama of Turbet.

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THE CEREMONIES OF INAUGURATION. 


But for General Greely’s failure to fulfil bis 
promises concerning the weather, the inauguration 
ceremonies at Washington on March 4 would have 
exceeded in brilliancy any that preceded. At 11 
o'clock the Senators and Representatives assembled 
in the Senate Chamber, crowding it so that move 
ment was impossible. The galleries were packed, 
ladies wearing corsage bouquets or carrying bunches 
of flowers being conspicuous there. Ina the press 
gallery the leading representatives of American 
journalism were marshalled under the lead of H. V. 
Bryerton. 

Shining resplendent amid the simple garbs of 
American citizenship and sovereignty were the 
diplomatic corps, the German Minister, Count 
Von Arco Vallez, being especially gorgeous, as well 
as the German military attache, a tall, broad- 
shouldered, deep-chested, blue eyed and blonde- 
haired young man, clad in snow-white uniform 
from head to foot, ending in black cavalry boots 
covering his tights. Baron Sternberg wore a dress 
of bright marine blue; the Turkish representative, 
Mavroyent Bey, a blue coat faced with gold and the 
red fez; the Japanese Minister, Munemitsu Matso, 
a golc-embroidered coat; the members of the 
Chirese Legation, their national dress of bright 
silks and satins and highly ornamented petticoats, 
their heads covered by caps with the distinctive man- 
darin buttons upon the top. The Coreans, with 
their horsehair hats and embroidered waistcoats, 
petticoats and drawers, attracted attention as usual. 

The foreigners seemed to be especially impressed 
by the appearance of the Supreme Court judges, 
because of their robes. ‘The action of Mr. Bassett 
in turning back the hands of the clock seemed to 
especially amuse the Japanese representative. 

General Sherman was received with applause as 
he entered. Mr. Cleveland followed him, and next 
came President Harrison, who bowed slightly in 
acknowledgment of applause. Next came Vice 
President Morton, who took the oath of office, 
assumed the gavel and made a pleasant and im- 
pressive speech. The proclamaiion of the President, 
calling an extra session of the Senate, was then 
read, and the newly elected Senators were sworn ip. 

The family of the new President occupied a front 
row, but the seats assigned to the family of Mr. 
Cleveland were vacant. 

The scene was then changed to the platform on 
the east front of the Capitol where the oath of office 
was administered to President Harrison and he de- 
livered his inaugural, bis predecessor in office, Mr. 
Cleveland, meanwhile courteously holding an um- 
breila over bis head to keep off the rain. 

Mr. Harrison read his inaugural speech from type 
written copy, but he evidently had it well in mind, 
so that he had l:ttle more to do than to refer to the 
manuscript, and he delivered it with proper, earnest 
eloquence, that added to its inherent force. and it 
was frequently interrupted by applause. In front 
of him was an immense aadience. Men, women aud 
children stood out in the driving rain and the cold 
wind patiently hour after hour, during the delivery 
of the inaugural and the subsequent parade. 

THE INAUGURATION PARADE. 

The parade in Washington on the 4th of March 
was divided into five grand divisions. The first 
division was composed of three brigades, viz.: Re 
gular Army, Navy and Marine Corps, and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia militia; and a truly fine division 
it was. 

For some reason no commander for this division 
was designated. As Oapt. Meade was the senior, 
Col. Gibson asked him to take charge, but attention 
Was called to the paragraph in the Navy Regulations 
which forbiis Naval officers from assuming com- 
mand over land forces or allowing command to be 
assumed over them. It was suggested that some 
retired officer of high rank be appointed to com- 
mand this division, but this was not done and the 
three brigades were independent commands subject 
ouly to the orders of Gov. Beaver as Grand Mar- 
shal. However, everything went off smoothly. 

Col. H. G. Gibson, 83d Art., commanded the ist 
Brigade, with the following staff: Majs. Tucker, 
Pay Dept.. J. V. D. Middleton, Eddy B. Townsend 
and L's, Chase, Lemly, Eaton, Satterlee, Quay and 
Ewing. 

Following came the 1st Brigade, headed by the 
fine oand of the 3d Art, The 1st Battalion was 
composed of batteries A, E, H, K and L, under the 
command of Capt. Lewis Smith. The 2d Battalion 
Was made up of four companies from the Artillery 
School at Fort Monroe, Va., and two from Fort 
McHenry, Md. The Artillery School Battalion was 
composed as follows: Maj. A.C. M. Pennington, 
4th Art., comdg.; Batteries G, 5th Art., Capt. S. 
M. Mills, 2d Lt. G. W. 8. Stevens; H, 4th Art., 
Capt. J. P. Story, ist Lt. Chas.

Following the foot batteries came the superb 











Light Battery ©, 8d Art,, which was greeted with 
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the wildest applause, which broke forth with re- 
newed vigor when the cavalry companies from Ft. 
Myer marched past the reviewing stand. It was 
applauded, as no other body of men in the vast 
parade presented such a fine appearance. Lines 
from curb to curb, distances perfect and salutes the 
best of the day. 

The naval brigade, 947 strong, followed, under 
command of Capt. R. W. Meade, U. S. N., with 
the following selected staff: Lt. T. B. M. Mason, 
Adjt. Gen.; P. A. Surg. F.S. Nash, Brig. Surg.: 
Asst. Paymr. J. S. Carpenter, Brig. Pavmr., and 
Lt. John T. Newton, U. S. N., Ensign Benj. Tap- 
pan, aides. In lead of the brigade marched the 
famous Marine Band, under leadership of Prof. J. 
P. Soussa. 

Next came the marine battalion, under command 
of Lieut. Col. Charles Heywood, with Lieut. G. R. 
Benson as adjutant. The battalion was composed 
of 8 companies, equalized into 16 files each, double 
rank, and marched past the reviewing point with 
the precision for which they are noted. Indeed, it 
has always been conceded that the marines are the 
best marchers in the Service. Next to the marines 
came the apprentice battalion of seamen, and 
Jack Tars may well be pleased with the applause 
accorded them. The battalion was commanded by 
Lieut. J. V. B. Bleecker, and consisted of 4 com- 
panies of 264 apprentice boys, headed by the U. 8. 
T. S. band, of 18 pieces, and the training bagle 
corps, of 20. The naval officers were greatly de- 
lighted by the fine appearance of these lads, giving, 
as it did, sach encouraging indication for the future 
vf the Navy. Their marching was creditable, their 
lines well maintained, and their bebavior excellent 
throughout. A light battery of seamen, com- 
manded by Lt. Wm. Kilburn, U. 8S. N., completed 
the brigade. 

The 3d Brigade, composed entirely of the D. C. 
N. G., followed next, under command of Brig.- 
Gen. Albert Ordway, the popular commander of 
the Guard. Lt. Col. John Bigelow, jr., 1st Lt., 10ih 
Cav., Adjt. Too much cannot be said in praise of 
this brigade, consisting of 7 battalions of iufantry, 
1 hghbt battery, 1 troop of cavalry, and an ambu- 
lance and signal corps. This was virtually their 
first parade as an entirety. The infantry battal 
ions were out in full force, being of 16 files front, 
single rank, and vied with their predecessors of the 
Regular Army. The light battery was the feature 
of the parade, and deserved all tbat was said of 
them. The ist Division numbered in the neighbor- 
hood of 3,000 to 3,500 men. They were the escort 
of the Presideut and President-elect to the capitol 
and return, and a finer body of men, more per- 
fectly drilled and disciplined, could nowhere else 
be found. 

SECOND DIVISION—MAJOR-GENERAL HARTRANFT. 

The 2d Division was compcsed of the entire 
National Guard of Pennsylvania, and uambered 
about 8,000 men, divided into three brigades, 0} 15 
regiments of ivfantry, two troops of cavalry 
and three batteries of artillery, commanded by 
Major-Gen. John F. Hartranft, with the following 
staff : Lieut. Cols. Geo. H. North, Wm. J. Elliott, 
J. Ewing Mears, Chas. S. Greene, Edward H. Patton, 
Silas W. Pettill, Edward O. Shakespeare und Saml. 
8. Hartranft, and Majors John B. Comptou, W. W. 
Brown and Barton D. Evans. The first brigade, 
composed of the Ist, 2d and 3d Regiments, Battn. 
State Fencibles and Gray Iavincibles and Battery 
A, of Philadelphia, and the 6:h Regiment, from 
Chester and vicinity, led the division, under com- 
mand of Brig.-Gen. George R. Snowden. The first 
brigade has made wonderful progress since its 
parade in Washington four years ago at the in- 
auguraiion of Mr. Cleveland. The companies were 
all equalized to 20 files front. Distances were well 
kept, salutes of officers were all well rendered, and, 
last, but by uo means least, there was a total ab- 
sence of jabbering in the ranks and tarning of 
heads after passing the reviewing s'and, as if in 
hopes of seeing some particular person. Each and 
every regiment in the brigade was on its meitle. 
And the same can be said of the remainder of 
Pennosylvania’s representatives. Light Battery A, 
under Capt. Maurice E. Stafford, is undouvtedly 
one of the finest in the National Guard at large, 
and excels many in the Regular Service. 

Brig.-Gen. J.. P. 8. Gobin marched at the head 
of the 3d Brigade, N. G. P., and received a burst of 
applause for the fine salute rendered by himself and 
staff. There were five regiments of infantry, viz., 
4th, 8th, 9th, 12th and 13th, one troop of cavalry, 
and Bat. C in this brigade and numbered, all told, 
about 8,100 men. As they marched past their ap- 
pearance was grand, and all that can be said in 
praise of this brigade would be inadequate to do 
full justice to each and every organization. It is 
but meet that special mention should be made of the 
9th and 12th Regiments. They are composed of the 
most diligent and painstaking men in the Guard, 
perfect soldiers and courteous gentlemen. 

The 2d Brigade, N. G. P., bruught up the rear of 
this splendid division, and compared very tavor- 
ably with the first named ones. This brigade was 
ecmmanded by Brig.-Gen, John A. Wiley, and con- 
sists of six regiments of infantry, viz., 5th, 10th, 
14th, 15th, 16th and 18th, Bat. B and the Sneridan 
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created a sensation all along the line of march, and 
many an old soldier was heard expressing himself 
about them. Such a hold has the hero’s name on 
the hearts of his soldiers that the mention of his 
name was enough to give the troop an ovation. 
Pennsylvania has a splendid army within ber 
borders and well may she and her sister States be 
proud of it. 

THIRD DIVISION—GEN. J. B. FORAKER, COMMANDING. 

The 8d Division composed all the troops in line 
not included in the Regular Army, Navy ani 
Marine Corps, the District N. G. and N. G. of 
Pennsylvania. Gov. J. B. Foraker, of Ohio, com- 
manded this division, with Maj.-Gen. H. A. Axline 
a? chief of the staff. There were four brigades in 
this division, commanded respectively by Brevet 
Lieut.-Col. Geo. B. Sanford, U. S. A., Brig.-Gen. 
Stewart Brown, of Maryland, Brig.-Gen. Louis 
Fitzgerald, of New York, and Major Goodloe, U. 8. 
M.U. The First Brigade comprised the following 
organizations : Co. C, 8d Regt. N. G., N.J., a very 
zoldierly body of mev ; Co. A, 4th N. J., Uapt. Ap- 
pelles commanding ; Bibb Co. Blues, Georgia N. G., 
Capt. 8. Mozeley ; the Georzia Cadets, Georgia N. 
G., Capt. M. H. Bentley; Governor’s Volunteers, 
Georgia N. G., Capt. Jackson McHeprry ; 3d Conn., 
Col. George Havens ; 8th Regt. Mass. Vol. M., Col. 
F. A. Osgood ; Oo. L, 6th Mass. Vol. M., Capt. G. 
W. Brady; 1st Battn. Va. Vol. M., Major J. B. 
Johnsov; 2d Battn. Va. Vol. M., Capt. E. W. 
Gould; State Guard, Va. Vol. M., Capt. Paul, R, A.; 
Garfield Light Inf. Va. Vol. M., Capt. L. G. Gilmer, 
and Battery C, Va Vol. M., Capt. J. A. Shewey. 
Total, 1,900. 

The most noticeable organizations in this brigade 
were the 3d Conn. Regt., which turned out in 6 com- 
ranies of 16 solid files, and marched with accuracy 
and precision. The 8°h Mass. came in for the lion’s 
share, and well they deserved it. Dressed in the 
full uniform of the U. S. Army, 12 companies of 20 
files front, they marcbed by the reviewing stand in 
a perfect uproar of applause, which did not subside 
as they remained in sight. The colored portion of 
the brigade was also well received, there being some 
very good companies, among them particularly the 
State Guard from Richmond, Va., which made an im- 
pression here two yeas ago during the national drill. 

The 2d Brigade consisted entirely of Maryland 
troops and numbere! 1.500. The 5th Regt. of Bal- 
timore looked and marched better than ever here 
before. Col. C. D. Gaither was in command, and 
was equalized into 10 commands of 16 files front. 
Following close on the heels of the famous 5th came 
the Baltimore Light Iof. Battalion. commanded by 
Lt. Col. Harry A. Barry, 4 companies of 16 files. 
This was the Light Inf.’s first appearance in Wash- 
ington, and they made a very fine impression. The 
5th will have to look out for its laurels, else the 
term crack organizition may be transferred. 

The 8d Brigade was une of tbe most notable bod - 
ies in line; its commander being the popular com- 
mander of the ist Brigade, N. G., 8. N. Y., Gen. 
Fitzgerald, and under him marched some of the 
finest corps 1n the country. The first organization 
in line was the 7th N. Y., Col Emmons Clarke, 
comdg., and headed by Cappa’s celebrated band of 
85 piecee. As the bead of the column wheeled into 
the avenue at 15th st. there was a perfect roar, to 
which all the other applause of the day was as arip- 
ple, and well it might be. Clad in their grey uni- 
forms, with lines extended across the broad avenue 
from curb to curb, past the President, all 
eyes to the front, elbows touching, not a waver in 
the lines, 10 companies of 36 files front, each equal 
to several battalions in line, the 7th marched, It1s 
useless to comment upon the appearance of this fa- 
mous command. I: remains tosay that there is 
only one 7t Regt., and that it was in Washington 
at President Harrison's inauguration. 

Following the 7'b came the 4th Sep. Co., N. G., 
8. N. Y., of Yonkers, Capt. J. P. Prayu, number- 
ing about 90 men, Cressed in the State service uni- 
form, and looking every inch the soldiers they are, 
Co. B, 8th Ohio, Capi. F. C. Bryan; Toledo cadets, 
Capt. McMakan, were next im line. The Toledo 
cadets were here during the national drill, and were 
ranked with the firs’ 10 c»mpanies for their profi- 
ciency. 

The Iowa battalion was next in line commanded 
by Col. W. L. Davis. This corps uumbered 260 
men, selected from the different regiments of Iowa’s 
N. G., and were a fine sturdy set of men and 
gained applause along the line of march. 

Following the Iowa men were two companies 
from Dakota, of 386 men each, clad in the regula- 
tion blue, and promising to be State troops very 
soon, They looked and marched well. 

The Fourth Brigade, commanded by Major 
Green Clay Goodloe, U.S. M. C. bronght up the 
rear of the miluary, and numbered about 1,100 
meo, Among the o-ganizations especially noticed 
were the National Kifles of Washington, D. C., 
the High Scbool Cadet Battalion of Washington, 
Butterfield Light In .an'try, Continental Guards and 
Excelsior Light Infantry, all of Washington; Al- 
oany Jackson Corps, Albany, N. Y., which was 
here four years ago.

and manceuvring power impossible. 

it may sately be remarked that a suggestion to in- 
cumber a 21-knot vessel with armor betrays a total 
ignorance of the most primitive problems of practi- 
eal naval construction. In this connection it may be 
interesting to offer some comparisons. The total 
displacement of the Vesuvius is about 800 tons with 
ber pormal harbor-defence supply of coal on ooard,. 
Her machinery complete, with water in_ boilers and 
eondensers, is 256 tons, or 82 per cent. of the whole. 
Toe coast defence iroaclad, now under advertise- 
ment, 1s to displace 4,000 tons, of which only 420 tons 
can be given up to machinery, or oulv a little over 
10 per cent. To any one at all conversant with the 
simplest problems of paval architecture this com- 
parison ougut to be conclusive. And yet each ef 
these vessels represents the highest development of 
its class. Further comment wouid not seem to be 
required ou this point. 

As for sea-going capacity, the Vesuvius is simply 
as able as any veseel of 800 tons—neitver more Dor 
less, because, all other factors being equal, sea- 
worthiness 10 a steam vessel totally destitute of sail 
power is almost exactly a direct function of dimen- 
sion and displacement. But there never was an in- 
tention that the Vesuvivs should nor any pretence 
that she could keep the sea 10 the cruising sense for 
evy considerable length of time, or that her sea- 
going duty would ever be more than to run along 
tbe coast, from port to port, as her defensive func- 
tions might require. Tbat sbe can easily do in any 
ordioary weatber, within the limits of her coal ca- 
pacity, and, as bas been demonstrated by ber official 
trials, at a sustained rate of speed which would reu- 
der a chase of ber by a hostile ship or squadron an 
uninteresting performance for the enemy. 

In conclusion, it is proper to say that, for pur- 

s of comparison wherefrom to draw a fair con- 
>lusion as to relative efficiency, the Vesuvius should 
be considered as a sea- going torpedo vessel of large 
size; and her warlike power, as such, should be 
measured by the distance or “range * at which her 
torpedoes, thrown through the air, are surely effect- 
ive, as compared witb the effective zones of the tor- 

edo vessels of uther Powers, whose missiles are pro- 
ected through the water. 

lt bas been demonstrated that the aerial torpedoes 
of the Vesuvius can be thrown with ab-olute certain 
effect one aud a half nautical miles; that their aim 
at that range is as sure as that of a rifled cannon of 
the most modern construction, and that their ex- 
plosion, either upon striking the object itself or fall- 
ing in the water near it, 18 also inevitable. Her full 
calibred shell contains, as is well koowp, £00 pounds 
of dynawite, nitro gelatine, or any other of the 
bigh or bi-nitric explosives, which can not be pro- 
jected from any powder-burning gun. 

All the torpedo vessels of other powers are de- 
signed upen the basis of the auto-wobile lovomo- 
tive torpedo, which must be launched into the 
water from the bow or side of the vessel and then 
lett to make the best of its way to the object of 
attack, without any further bumap or intelligent 
guidance, being subject from the moment of its 
launch to all the conditions of navigation in a sea- 
way on its own hook; io seafaring phrase, a * dere- 
lict,” to all intents and purposes. Exhaustive ex- 
periments have been made by all the great powers 
with all sorts of locomotive water torpedoes, and 
enormous sums have been expended in constructing 
fast and powerful boats to carry and launch them; 
and yet the utmost surely-effective striking-rance 
that has been attained with an auto mobile or loco- 
motive torpedo is 600 feet, and that in the etill water 
of the barbor of Fiume. 

Viewing the Vesuvius as a torpedo vessel purely, 
therefore, it is fair to say that, as compared with 
other torpedo veesels armed with locomotive tor- 

edoes, ber effective zone is to theirs as 6.000 feet is 
*o 600 feet; whereas her torpedo carries 50) pounds 
of the highest explosives as against 180 pounds car- 
ried by the largest type of Whitehead locomotive 
torpedo. . “4 

Regarding the Vesuvius us a torpedo vessel, it is 
fair to compare ber qualities and performances 
witb those of vessels of similar class or rate possessed 
by other powers. There are, of what may be term 
“‘sea-going torpedo veseels,”’ only six 10 existence 
with which sbe should be compared, as follows: 

The Iljin, of 600 tons; the Tripoli, of 860 tons ; the 
Destructor, of 458 tons; the Sharpshooter, 735 tons; 
toe Rattlesnake, of 550 tons, and the Bombe, of 320 
tons; though the latter 1s aimost too small for such

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cerned, the reported speed of the Destructor, 
pamely, 22.68 knots, having been so stated by her 
builder, Mr. Byles, of Clydebank, in a paper read 
recently before the British Institute of Naval Archi- 
tects; but no report has been published by the 
Spanish Government or on its authority. It is not 
intended by this remark to reflect on Mr. Byles, 
but, in comparing public vessels with one another, 
it 1s necessary to bave a stundard of fact, and that 
is by common consent taken to be the official 
reports of trials conducted regularly by naval 
officers. 

With regard to the relative effective power of 
these vessels, as compared with the Veswvius, it is 
necessary to revert to the comparison heretofore 
made between the effective zones of locomotive and 
aerial torpedoes, respectively. 

All of the European torpedo vessels being armed 
with locomotive torpedoes, it follows that their 
effective zones must be limited by the sure striking 
range of those missiles, which has been demon- 
strated to be about 600 feet in still water. What 
they would do in a heavy sea is still entirely a 
matter of conjecture. Whereas the effective range 
of the aerial torpedoes of the Vesuvius has been 
demonstrated by official trials in the barbor of New 
York to be more than one nautical mile, and effec- 
tive shots bave been made up to 9,000 feet, or a mile 
and ahalf. In sbort, so far as range and accuracy 
are concerned, there can be no common ground of 
comparison between torpedoes thrown through tke 
air by a constantly controllable force, and tor- 
pedoes launched in the water to make the best of 
their way without further control or guidance. 

The foli!owing com parative statement shows more 
clearly the relative powers of these different types: 

Vesuvius.—Number of torpedoes, 30; weight of each, max- 
imum, 500 pounds of explosive, effective range, 6,000 feet;

That is, the Vesuvius carries a total of 15,000 
pounds of high explosive in thirty torpedues, which 
she can throw effectively a mile at the rate of three 
in two minutes.

{In secondary battery, the European boats carry 
from 3-pounder to 36-pounder rapid-fire guns; the 
Vesuvius 3-pounders and 6-pounders for repelling 
small tor o boats. 

As to the time required to build duplicates of the 
Vesuvius, at least five of them could be delivered to 
the Governmest in ove year from the award of 
contract for their coustruction. 

Italy has five of Tripoli class; England eleven of 
Sharpshooter and four of Rattlesnake classes; and 
France ten of Bombe class. The Destructor and lljin 
have pot as yet neen duplicated. 

The Vesuvius has a greater coal capacity and sea- 
going endurance than any of the Furopean boats 
except the Tripoli, which has about the same. 











THE HOSPITAL CORPS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


it is undeniable that there is a growing spirit of 
antagonism, if not of hostility, on the part of com- 
pany commanders toward the Hospi Corps, and 
pm toward the method by which its ranks 
are . 

The system which it superseded was a just griev- 
ance toall concerned. The company officers mur- 
mured because the detailed men grew rusty in 
manual and drill; the medical officers had great 
difficulty in keeping to a proper standard men 
whose duty was temporary and who owed a double 
allegiance; and the companies and the hospital 
alike suffered at every change of detail. 

Now that the ——— Corps has been placed on 
an independent basis, and the companies have been 
reliev of the burden of supplying its members 
and at the same time bearing them on their own 
strength, many company commanders complain 
with great bitterness because their men areallowed, 
hot compelled, to share such advantages as the 
Corps may possess, and they prove unwilling, iu 
fact, if pot in theory, to contribute their proportion 
to the common good. uced to its lowest terms, 
their trial is that the Hospital Corps is chiefly filled 
by transfer, instead of being replenished entirely by 
ye Sh enlistment or by draft from the recruiting 

po 

I beheve that the impression prevails, and 1 am 
sure that at least indirectly it is imtimated, that men 
are coaxed away from the companies and are so- 
licited to enter these detachments. Speaking for 
Oue of the lai gest posts, [ know that that is not true 
here and I lieve that it is not true elsewhere. 
A large number of men, larger perhaps than com- 
pany commanders realize, seek to change their offio- 
181 relations by such transfer. A prudent officer will 
cause careful inquiry to be made as to their character 
in various particulars from responsible men in the 
companies before making formal reference of the 
Matter to the captain, for character has other 
points than always vome to the captain’s eyes. It 
frequently happens that the case stops in the very 

rt stage. But the company officer, hearing 
through his sergeants or otherwise that such in- 
quities had been made, inverts the order in his own 
mind and assumes that the men have been approach- 
ed and proselytism attempted. As these charges 
are not specifically nor o nly made, their direct 
refutation is Sapeeitte, t 1 am _ confident that 

= more efforts made by medical officers to 

Guile soldiers of the line than there are by infan- 
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try officers to dismount the cavalry orto absorb 
the artillery. [t 1s not impossible that men already 
transferred, pleased with their new situation say 
as much to their friends in the companies, and 
on their own responsibility advise them to better 
their condition if they can. Even the fox who lost 
his tail sought to spread the fashion: why should 
not the fox who has found a prize be generous 
towards hia fellows? 

Men approaching the close of an enlistment seek 
the transfer, to determine by experiment whether 
it would be more desirable to re-enlist in their owo 
corps or in the line. Even after its complete organ- 
ization, it is manifest that it cannot petuate it- 
self merely by the re enlistment of its own men. 
To limit its accessions to others just enlisting as re- 
cruits, vr aa later term men, (besides the disadvan- 
tages before mentioned,) would introduce a certain 
proportion of incompetents,a part of whom could 
not be excluded for five years. Some men can never 
do hospital work, and the most skilful weaver will 
fail to make a silk purse out of the traditional poor 
stuff. A company possesses facilities for utilizing 
all sorts of material ; the hospital can use econom- 
ically only those of a certain quality. 

If the captains, Jooking to the common good, 
will keep in abeyance their individual preference 
and will reflect how much becter off both parties 
are now than they were two years ago, they surely 
will not bamper their medical comrades, none of 
whose proceediugs are fer their own agerandize- 
ment but whose entire effort has for its end the ad 
vantage of the line itself. But if they persist in as- 
suming that this new corpsis on some lower plane, 
l am confident that, as long as the present regime is 
undisturbed, the Medical Department need not fear 
com tive inspection for efficient and soldierly 
administration, Break it up and vastly more work 
will follow for results that cannot be reached, and 
those who use the hospital will be sufferers as well 
as patients.

HONORS TO GENERAL BARRY. 


WATERTOWN ARSENAL, ( 
WATERTOWN, Mass. Feb. 25, 1859. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE eulogies on the long and faithful service of 
Gen. Henry J. Hunt, U.S. A., called forth by bis 
recent death from both the War Department and 
the press may cive rise to an erronevus impression 
io the public mind which, in justice to the memory 
ofa brother officer, seems to demand correction. 
This is in regard to the organization—one might 
almost say creation—of that large artillery force 
(tbe artillery of the lem of the Potomac) which 
subsequently proved one ot the most effective agents 
in the successful termivation of the Rebellion, and 
which was the result of the military ability and un- 
wearied labors of General W. F. Barry, in the 
winter of '61-’62. Without wishing to detract any- 
thing from the record of one whose bravery and 
skill were tested on the battlefields of two wars, it 
is but right a voice should be raised in praise of 
another equally wortby of recognition. Indeed, 
Gen. Hunt, if living, would doubtiess be among the 
first to disclaim the bhopvor imputed to him at the 
expense of his old comradein arms. The two men 
were life-long friends, and nothing can better attest 
this statement, nor bear stronger testimony to the 
tact of Gen. Barry being the true organizer of the 
artillery at the time referred to,than the following 
quotations from Gen. Hunt’s own pen, in au article 
read before the Association of Graduates of the U. 
S. Military Academy, June I7rb, 1880. After men- 
tioning the disintegrated condition of the artillery 
when Gen. Barry assumed command as chief of ar- 
tillery on the staff of Gen. McClellan, Gan. Hunt 
says: 

It was under such embarrassing circumstances as these 
that Gen. Barry ertered upon his work. His labors were 
immense, the demand for guns and material even for the 
defences of Wasbington on the south side of the Potomac 
were urgent, and the arsenalsempty. . . . Itis hardly an 
exaggeration to say that when he was appointed chief of 
artillery, the guns he uired were lying as ore in the 
mines; that the timber for gun-carriages was still growing 
in the forest; that the hides from which tbe harness was to 
be made still covered the animais that furnished them. On 
July 25, 1861, the whole of the field artillery of the Army of 
the Potomac consistei of ome imperfectly equipped t- 
teries with 40 guns, 400 horses, and 650 men. In March, 186, 
there bad been organized under his direction, for the dif- 
ferent armies, 92 batteries of 250 guos, with 12,500 men and 
11,000 horses fully equipped and ready for field service. 

And again: 

Gen, Barry was the recognized head of all the artillery of 
all the armies and served with distinguished ability in the 
field as chief of artillery of the eastern armies in the first, 
and of the westero armies iu the last campaigns of the war. 

These words speak for themselves, but there are 
besides hundreds of officers who served iu the volun- 
teer and regular artillery during those * days which 
tried men’s souls,” also able,to identify the man 
who from almost nothing, and tn the face of baffling 
obstacles, evolved this powerful and valuable arm 
of service. 

In this connection it may not be deemed out of 
place to rectify a similar injustice done Geu. Barry 
in the account given by Gen. Fitz-Jobn Porter cf 
the battle of Malvern Hi I, published in the August 
number of the “Century” Magazine, 1885. In that 
engagement the artillery coufessedly saved the 
Army from serious disaster, and the credit of its 
efficiency should have beep ascribed to Gen. Barry, 
as its chief, rather than to Gen. Hunt, who com- 
manded only those batteries forming the ** Reserve,” 
and who, after the appearance of the above men- 
tioned article, privately acknowledged his own sub- 
ordinate share in the henors ef victory.

THE WASHINGTON CENTENNIAL PARADE. 


For the benefit of guardsmen from the interior 
who may imagive that when the great parade on: 
April 30in New York City is over, they will beat 
liberty to “roam as they please,” we state on au- 
thority that the troops will be under strict orders 
from. the time they leave their respective armories 
in their own town or city until they return and are 
dismissed. Some of the troops from up tbe State 
will arrive in the city on April 29, and others early 
iu the morning of April 30, but all will be ordered 
home oa the 30th and no leave to delay will be 
granted. The troops are on State duty avd will re- 
ceive the proper pay for same. A strict vowpliance 
with fullduty will be enforced, and nothing of the 
picnic order will be allowed under any circum- 
stances. We have the fullest confidence that the 
visiting commands from throughout the State will 
bear themselves creditably as soldiers, honoring 
themselves and the State they represent, and their 
very excellent record at the camp of instruction 
fully warrants this opinion. 

lt is the desire of the State authorities that the 
people shall see for themselves how well the treepe 
can conduct themselves as soldiers, and doubtiesely 
all will see the pece sity of this and strive their ut- 
most to win the res t of the people on this memor- 
able occasion. Still, the rare chanve of seeing the 
large city of New York has undoubtedly given 
great expectations to many, but further than what 
the parade will afford, the chauce to “ see the ele- 
phant” this time will be very limited, as it should 
be. But the trip will be very interesting neverthe- 
less. [t has been a too common practice at parades, 
especially with the city troops, for numbers of wen 
to fall out on various pretexts, and finally stand 
among the spectators and placidiy lookon. Any 
man who can stand and view che procession is cer- 
tainly well enough to remain in the ranks. lt is in- 
tended to preveut such ebirking of duty at the April 
parade by huvirg provort guards patrol the route 
and put stragglers and shirkers under arrest. It has 
been decided that the entire 4th Brigade, in com- 
mand of Brig.-Gen. P. C. Doyle, will be quartered in 
Madison Squure Garden, where the headquarters of 
the brigade will also be established. This brigade 
consists of the 65th and 74th iments, 5th Battery, 
and the Ist, 2d, 8th, 13th, 26th, 20th, 30th, 34th, 38th, 
39th, 40th, 4st, 42d, 43d, 45th, and 46th Separate Com- 
panies. The latter will be divided into two pro- 
visional regiments of eight companies each. At the 
time of writing matters relating to the quarteriu 
of the 3d Brigade had pot been decided upon. It 
expected, however, that the separate companies in 
this brigade will be divided into three regiments,

No- 
thing, ome an bonorabie discharg®, and this you 
bave earned and were entitled to receive at the expi- 
ration of your first five years of service. Now, it 
seems to me proper that provision should be made 
without further delay for a suitable badge or medal, 
and that every soldier who bas served ten years or 
more should have the happy privilege of wearing 
sucha badge upon his coat, indicating the years of 
his ser vice.”

ALABAMA. 


THE biennial report of Colonel A. B. Garland, Jr., 
Adjutant-General of Alabama, for the years 1887 
and 188 is at band. The present strength of the 
State force is 2,313 officers and men, all of whom are 
armed and equipped for service. The forceis known 
as the Alabama State Troops, and is composed of 
three regiments of infantry, each being allowed by 
law to have one troop of cavalry and one battery 
of artillery. This leaves yet to be organized five 
companies of infantry and oue of cavairy to com- 
plete the number allowed by law. There are at 
present 36 compauies in all—30 infantry, four artil- 
lery and two cavalry. The infantry are armed with 
the Springfield B. L. rifle, cal. .45; the artillery with 
the 3 inch nfle gun, the improved Gatling gun, cal. 
45, and the 6-pounder Napoleon gun; while the 
cavalry have the improved Springfield carbine, cal. 
45, with pistols the same calibre, and sabres. All 
of these are active and efficient organizations, and 
each have 1,000 rouuds of ammunition on hand in 
case of necessity; the steel bayonet, scabbard and 
McKeever cartridge box. The State owns no camp 
equipage of any character or kind. the tents now in 
use being the propsrty of the different regimenis, 
baving been obtained through the patriotism and 
kindness of the citizens at the places where the 
several headquarters are located. The formation of 
a regiment or battalion in the northern part of the 
State is advovated, and the organization of the ar- 
tillery into a battalion of four companies under the 
command of a lieutenant-colonel or major. It is 
also urged that the State should provide an arsenal 
and magazine. where the arms, ordnance stores and 
other military property could be safely stored. In 
reference to encampments, it is said the largest part 
of the cost has fallen upon the men, and noi the 
State, and none find it profitable to leave their 
business for a week and serve the State at a dollara 
day and subsist themselves. The State troops have 
been called upon for active service to aid the civil 
authorities in the enforcement of the laws six times 
in the last two years. The troops of no State in the 
Union can show a better record in this particular. 
{n every instance up to now in this State, the troops 
are put under arms and sent off without the slight- 
est knowledge of where they are to get their ra- 
tions, showing in this a purpose and willingness to 
obey the calls of the State regardless of personal 
convenience and comfort. 

The Alabansa State troops furnish their own uni- 
forms. give their time, purchase and use their own 
tents and camp eyuipage, and when ordered into 
camp have to pay for the privilege, the amount ap- 
propriated by the State being hardly sufficient to 
pay for one meal pe man per day. 

Of 2d Lieut. Jobo T. Thompson, 2d Art., U.S. A., 
who inspected the encampment, the A. G. says: 
“Lieut. Thompson is an officer ot much tact and 
skill, and bas been of great service to the troops, and 
I take this occasion to thus publicly acknowledge 
the same, and tender the thanks of officers and men 
to him for his untiring efforts in every direction.” 

The Adjutant General of Alabama gets no com- 
pepvsation for his labor, and it is hoped that proper 
pay for the manifold duties performed will be pro- 
vided for in the future. Alabama is the only State 
in the Union lacking in this respect. 





MINNESOTA. 


TuHE biennial report of the Adjutant General, is- 
sued last month, shows the number of the militia of 
Mivnesota to be 111 officers and 1,603 privates, di- 
vided among the various regiments as follows: Ist 
Regt., 42 officers, 544 privates; 2d Regt.. 38 officers, 
448 privates; 3d Regt., 22 officers, 215 privates; squad- 
Sere troops, 5 officers, 90 privates. Grand 

insp. Gen. Brandt in his report says: ‘The Guard 
bas never had any field practice, and would be 
found unprepared sbould any emergency unex- 
pectedly callit into active service. The supposed 
blessing of a permanent camp is our greatest curse. 
The soldier of luxury is not the soldier for war. 
Abandon the permanent camp. Erect rifle ranges 
at the various stations, do the firing at home and at- 
tempt no rifle practice during the tour of instruc- 
tion. Put the troops in the fieid.”’

~ was retroceded. Would not that leave the District of 

lumbia with an area of 64 square miles, that is, 34 less than 
0 miles square ?”.—Our correspondent is correct. By the re- 
trocession ot Alexandria Co. to Virginia in 1846 the area was 
reduced as stated. It 13s curious bow the authorities differ as 
to the urea of the District. The latest, Charles Burr Todd, 
in his Story of Washington, just published bv Putnam Sons. 
says “the present area of the District is but 50square miles.” 
Johnson's Cyciopsedia_says “its present area is 64 square 
miles.” Lippincott’s Gazetteer says: “ [t was reduced to 
about 60 square miles, or 35.400 acres.” 35.400 acres is 55 5-16 
square miles, which probably refers to land above water. 


M. asks: A person served in the Confederate 
Army, attaining no bigher rank than that of private. Say 
he is at present an enlisted man in the U. 8. Army. His com- 
pany commander wishes to promote him to the rank of 
sergeant. Can be accept and hold sergeant’s warrant le- 
gaily, or must he first have disabilities removed by special 
act of Congress? ANs.—Sec. 1218, R. S., enacted July, 1366, 
provided that no person wbu had served in any capacity in 
the military, naval, or civil service of the so-called Con- 
federate States, or of either of them, should be appointed 
to any. position in the Army of the United States. The effect 
of this was to permit the enlistment, but bar the promotion 
Or appointment to office, in the Army, of any Confederate 
soldier, sailor or clerk. This bas been since amended, and 
greatly limited in its scope, by applying the probibition 
égainst appointment in the U.S. Army or Navy to those 
only who had renounced, resigned or aband d com- 
missions in the Army or Navy of the United States at the 
beginning of the Kebellion and bad su uently served in 
any capacity in the rebel service. Uniess was one of this 
Class, he need not apply to Congress for the removal of dis- 
ability: for no such disability exists in bis case.

119 does not reauire the 
left hand to be raised except by those who take double time. 
Tn this case * W.” is right. In the case of a com pany march- 
ing in column of fours, at quick time, arms at a carry, at 
the command right (or left) front into line, double time, 
march, the same rule applies. All come to right shoulder, 
but the leading four do not raise the left band, and the rear 
fours drop the left band when they resume quick time, the 
pieces, of course, remaining at right sboulder. Here again 
“W." is rigbt. In the case of acumpany marching in line, 
at quick time, and at a carry, with one or more sets of four 
broken to the rear, at the command rear fours, rigbt (or 
leit) front into line. double time, march, the rear fours only 
come to right shoulder, and each set of fours comes vo the 
carry when it arrives on the line. In this case the command 
double tim> is addressed only to the rear fours, and bere 
“ Y.’' is right. The decisions on these points were made by 
the General of the Army, and afford a sufticient rule tor 
all such cases when the command is in column of fours. 
The rules laid down when subdivisions are considered are 
somewhat different. When a manceuvre uires the several 
subdivisions (fours are not consiijered subdivisions) of a 
command to successively take double time, eacb in its turn 
comes to right shoulder arms, aod conversely. When a com- 
mand is marching at quick time, with arms at carry, and a 
subdivision of it is required to take double time. for a speci- 
fic purpose and for a limited period, that portion alone 
comes to right shouider arms, and when it resumes quick 
time again comes to carry arms.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Apropos of the trial at Gavres of the new Hotch- 
kiss cannon (rapid firing, 65 millimetre), which are 
to form part of thearmament of the belted cruisers, 
the Journal (es Debats remarks that, “for the last ten 
years the calibre of rapid-firiug guns has increased 
in a way to attract the attention of the artillerists 
and engineers of all the maritime powers: we 
have passed from 37m. to 47mm., then to 65mm. 
There has been in the Italian Navy for the past four 
years a gun of this kind witb a calibre of 57mm., of 
which they are very proud. Finaliv, the Arm- 
strong Co. guarantees to furnish the English Navy 
with rapid-firing guns of the calibre of 15 centi- 
metres; experiments have already been made, but 
so far very few details have been given of a weapon 
which the employment of the new explosives would 
render very formidable. lt seems very difficult to 
justify the expreesion rapid-firing wheu one is ob- 
liged to admit a recoil which cannot be less than 
40 or 50 centimetres, with a projectile of 38 to 40 
kilograms. and a charge of from 15tol& One of 
the conditions of a rapid fire is precisely that the 
charges may iptroduve togetber projectile and 
charges in the sbape of a single cartridge. This 
condition cao bardly be realized when the cartridge 
attains a weight of nearly 55 kvograms. 





The yo et! having been made that tne copper 
sheath with which the bullet of the Berdan rifle (in 
use in the Russian Army) is tipped, inflicted a poi- 
ped meee, it has been resolved to use one made 
of nickel. 





The German Government has ordered its newest 
rifles from ap Austrian factory. The extensive 
Semliu factory of rifle stocks bas made a contract 
or 250,000 stocks for German repeating rifles with 
the Austrian works where the barrels are being 
made. They are to be delivered by instalmente, 
a of which is due at the end of the autumn of 


The London United Services Gazette says: “ The 
Ordnance Committee is now particularly engaged in 
investigating the effect of long continued beat upon 
the modern guupowders used for tie charges of 
beavy breech-loading guns. Several accidents have 
lately happened both io our own services and ou 
the Continent, in which extraordinary pressures 
have been deyeloped in guns, causiug fractures and 
disarrangement of parts. The thing desired to be 
obtained in all modern powders is a slow burning, 
and consequent gradual increase of pressure; but 
the accidents have been caused by rapid combus- 
tion, and it 1s supposed that the great heat engen- 
dered in closei1 magazines on board sbip has 
changed the condition of the powders, destroying 
the cohesive force of the separate cubes, and re- 
ducing the whole to the general condition of fine- 
grain quick-burving powder. If the experiments 
now beiog made bear this out, the ordnance authori- 
ties will be confronted by a serious difficulty, and 
an entirely vew slow-burping powder will have to 
be invented for goneral naval and tropicai use. 





Edward W. Very, representing the Hotchkiss 
Gun Co., informed Secretary Whitney revently that 
borh Hotchkiss guos and ammunition, completely 
manufactured in tais country, have been proot 
fired and delivered, and are now practically in the 
naval service. In his letter Mr. Very says that un- 
expected difficulties have arisen to detain the man- 
ufacture, but that the obstacles are now cleared 
away, and deliveries will be wade even more rap- 
idly than demanded. He adds that there seems to 
be no obstacle whatever in tbe way of fitting out the 
new ships with torpedoes as rapidly as they can be 
made ready. 





A coptract bas been closed by the Navy Depart- 
ment with the representatives of the Patrick, or im- 
proved Lay-Haigbt torpedo, for three of their tor- 
pedoes. Theamount involved is $55,000. The con- 
tract requires that they shall be perfectly controlla- 
ble and capable of making 20 miles an hour, 





A London correspondent of the New York Times 
writes: “*To day is advertised a company for the 
introduction to England of your dynamite and 
vitro -gelatine shells. [ say yours, for the United 
States is entitled to the credit of leading in this di- 
rection. Mr. Snyder asks but £225,000 for the rights 
for Great Britain and ber colonies and for half the 
Continental rights, and he will no doubt get the 
money. Ordinary shells can be filled with bellite, 
as an experienced artillery officer who has passed 
through a practical arsenal course assures me is the 
case, just as they are vow filled with powder, and 
that then they may be knocked aout with impun- 
ity, or even heated ina fire until the fuses are put 
ip, itis thought the need for dynamite guns and 
shells will be superseded. And | happen to know 
that steps have been already taken which will lead 
to some experiments with bellite shells in a very 
few wevks at the most.”

THE SEA’S HIDDEN PERILS. 


Anoort the middle of last month Lieut. V. L. Cott- 
man, U. S. N., in cbarge of the Branch Hydro- 
graphic Office in the Maritime Exchange, posted in 
the Exchange a notice requesting ship owners and 
captains to report to the Hydrographic Office cases 
of dangerous derelicts coming to their knowledge. 
Yesterday, when a Tymes reporter asked bim what 
suceess bad crowned bis search for information, 
Lieut. Cottman said: ** Not a single response bas 
been made to the request. This is not because ship- 
men have vot discovered derelicts, but simply for 
the reavon that they are too indifferent in matters of 
this kind to take the trouble of walking 25 feet to 
supply us with therequired information. Some days 
ago a ship captain cailed on me and said that, as a 
matter of conscience, he bad deojded tolet me know 
that his ship, while onward bound, bad struck in 
midchannel, quet westward of St. George's ferry 
slip, Staten Island, the sunken wreck of one of the 
coal barges which broke loose some time ago and 
were lost. A search for the wreck was made and it 
resulted in finding, not a coal barge. but a reef of 
rocks ip the channel not previously known. It was 
placed 1n the pilot chart and eventually it will be 
removed by the Government.”—N. Y. Times.

At the conclusion of Gen. Howard’s remarks, 
quite a surprise was caused by Mr. Edward F. De- 
lancy, Mr. Delancy is a descendant of an old Tory 
family, and bis blood was aroused when he heard it 
told how the British bad to sail home beaten. He 
spoke sarcasticaliy of the generalship of Washing- 
ton, and declared that the British defeat was 
brought about by bad maps of the land and the de- 
sire of all bands to get rich, and was not owing to 
the superiority of the Americans. He said 
that bad the British not been so tardy in 
their movements the Americana would sing 
another song today. He _ criticised General 
Jackson's address in no complimentary terms, and 
stated that the society bad been told all about the 
Revolution—but b not beard how the British 
evacuated New York. In fact, Mr. Delancy was on 
the warpath. He asserted that the Revolution was 
a buge piece of jobbery on the part of the officers 
of the crown.

Recent statistics from the British War Office 


show there are 18 Generals, of whom 12 are unem- 
ployed; 49 Lieutenant Generals, of whom 36 are un- 
employed, and Major Generals, of whom 46 are 
unemployed. Concerning this a correspondent 
says: “it is time a clearance was made and the hist 
brought to something like a useful limit. We have 
Generals enough for 2,000,000 men. The list in the 
British Army is a so-called active list, and 1 have not 
e\ en counted in the five Field Marshals, all of whom 
are past work, or, in the case of the heir apparent, 
unfit for it.” 

EXPERIMENTS 1n Russia have shown that de- 
fenders seated with their backs to entrenchments of 
the profile usually adopted by nations on the Con- 
tinent have little to fear from the direct fire of field 
guns. Heavy long range cannon, and guns with a 
high velocity and flat trajectory, have a still smaller 
angle of descent, so that with them the «dead angle 
behind the parapet is more extensive. As General 
von Sauer says, vertical fire is the only one that does 
not recognize any dead angle. The introduction of 
the 6inch field mortar has been characterized by 
the Russian General Dragomirov as “one of the 
greatest triumphs of Artillery science during the 
last forty years.” 
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ENGLAND'S MARATIME STRENGTH. 


A PARLIAMENTARY paper of 60 pages has been 
issued entitled ** Extracts from the teport of the 
Committee on the Naval Manauvres, 1888, together 
with the Narrative of the Uperations and the Rales 
laid down for conducting the same.” After sketch 
ing briefly the duties of the Navy in time of war, 
and the force as it exists at the present time, the 
committee say that the fleet is “altogether inade- 
quate, in our judgment, to meet the requirements 
we have indicated, and to take the offensivein a 
war with only one Great Power; while supposing a 
combination of even two Powers to be allied as her 
enemies, the balance of maritime strength would 
be seriously against England.’ A writer in St. 
James's Gazette holds that Great Britain's naval re- 
sponsibilities are about two-fifths of the total naval 
responsibilities of all the seven great European 
Powers; and that, as a corollary, Great Britain 
ought to create and maintain a navy equal in 
strength to at least two-fifths of the total navies of 
the seven Great Powers. As the British fieet in- 
cludes about 80 battleships and about 65 large and 
265 smaller cruisers, it requires an increase ot about 
26 easerhige and a proportionate number of other 
vessels. 














PRACTICING CASUALTIES. 


A RECENT “memorandum” from the British 
“Horse Guards” directs that more attention be paid 
to “mass firing” than is ueual at present. Upon this 
a correspondent writes: “There is no doubt that ia 
all armies more than the necessary attention is given 
to individual scoring, and the battalion that prac- 
tices mass firing the most will do most damage on 
actual service. Yetthe finest battalion that ever 
stepped have found and will find a very considera- 
ble difference when they are being fired at, and 
nothing sbort of practicing ‘casualties,’ and those in 
considerable numbers and pretty often, will serve 
to teach young soldiers what they arelikely to have 
to face in the field. We have long ago adopted this 

ractice at Aldershot, though the volunteers were 

he first to take it up, and from our great camp I 
hear but one opinion, that the fire discipline of the 
men has greatly improved since the men found that 
from one-tenth to one-sixth of their number were 
placed hors de cumbat in au hour's exercise.”

THE Yacht bas an article entitled “‘ The Scientitic 
Campaigns of the Yacht Hirondelie.” In it the 
writer gives a précis of a very interesting lecture de- 
livered by His Serene Highness the Hereditary 
Prince of Monaco at one of the recent sittings of the 
French Academy of Sciences on the food availabie 
for wrecked mariners on tbe bigh seas. 

It is known that Prince Albert of Monaco is a 
sailor and a scientific exploror of no mean value. 
During the numerous voyages which he das under- 
taken on board his yacht Hirondelle be has been able 
to ascertain asa positive fact,so far as the North 
Atlantic Ocean is concerned, and to suggest as a 
probable fact and a natural deduction in the case of 
other oceans, the existence of a pelagic fauna risin 
periodically to the surface of the sea by daily an 
nightly migrations. 

Sailing at a speed of 4 knots an hour the crew of 
the Hirondelle, by the trailing of small invisible 
nets, or of silken twine ending in fish-hooks, were 
able to gather large quantities of small fish, shell 
fish, sea weeds capable of sustaining life as food, and 
even fish of a larger size. 

The gallant commander of the Hirondelle con- 
cludes that the crew of a boat stranded without food 
in mid ocean could avoid death by famiue if sup- 
plied with the following articles: 

1. A fine net, with an opening of about six feet 
diameter, for gathering and sifting seaweed. 

2. Some fishing lines about 150 feet long, ending in 
about three yards of annealed copper wire, and a 

arge fishing hook for tunny fisb. 

3. Some shining books and a fish fork. 

And, finally, a harpoon or two for larger fish. 

Myriads of winute fish rise to the surface of the 
water during the night, and a net with narrow 
meshes could collect in a short time a sufficient 
quantity to appease the bunger of several men.
